WHERE  DEATH  IS  EPIDEMIC 

Thank  you  for  addressing  the 
non-combat-deaths  issue  ("Press¬ 
ing  Issues,”  No\ember  ESs^F,  p.  22). 
I’ve  been  struck  by  the  number  of  people 
killed  w  hen  vehicles  drove  into  canals 
(Michael  Kelly  of  rAc  Post 

being  the  best  known  of  these). 

Another  mvsteiy  you  should  call 
attention  to  is  the  medivacs  of  people  for 
non-combat  injuries  and  illnesses,  which 
far  exceed  those  for  combat  injuries. 
Icasualties.org  reports  24,912  non-hostile 
medivacs,  which  means  the  people  were 
flown  out  of  Iraq  and  to  Germany  (or 
perhaps  other  military  hospitals).  Some 
18,741  of  the  patients  suffer  from  “dis¬ 
ease/other”  (as  opposed  to  the  6,171  for 
non-combat-related  injuries,  presumably 
trauma). 

Disease?  Three  times  as  many  of  our 
trtKips  are  being  flown  out  of  Iraq  for 
di.sease  than  wounds  in  battle  (6, .‘1.54), 
and  yet  we  hear  nothing  about  this 
epidemic,  or  whatever  it  is.  Soldiers  are 


selected  for  their  good  health  to  begin 
with,  and  most  troops  deployed  are  in  their 
20s.  Almost  all  of  them  are  under  40.  So 
we  have  a  situation  where  thousands  of 
certifiably  healthy  young  men  and  women 
are  coming  down  with  diseases  of  some 
.sort  that  are  serious  enough  to  get  them 
flown  out  of  the  countrv’  on  an  emergency 
basis.  WTiat’s  going  on  over  there? 

Also,  as  for  stress  le\'els,  the  U.S.  Army 
concluded  in  W\VH  that  24  weeks  of 
combat  was  about  all  anyone  could  take 
and  still  be  able  to  function  as  reasonably 
effective  soldiers.  That  is  about  a  third  of 
the  current  tours  of  dut\'  in  Iraq.

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‘Audio’  means  radio  in  Miami

W  turning  to  Web  sites  as  a  plaee 
to  provide  audio,  The  Miami 
Herald  has  taken  the  old-fashioned  route, 
via  the  local  National  Public  Radio  station. 
Since  forging  a  partnership  four  years  ago 
with  nearby  WLRN  in  which  the  Herald 
provides  all  of  the  stations  local  news,  the 
paper  has  built  up  a  prominent  on-air 
oi^anization  that  accounts  for  some  18 
newscasts  each  day.  — 

Boasting  a  lull-time  staff  of 
five  —  along  with  dozens  of 
Herald  staffers  who  regularly 
contribute  —  Miami  Herald  > 

Radio  News  operates  com-  ^ 
pletely  out  of  the  newspaper’s 
building,  which  contains  two 
radio  studios.  “It  is  another 
outlet  for  the  Herald" s  con¬ 
tent,”  says  Michael  Hibblen, 
the  radio  operation’s  editor. 

“There  is  such  a  big  listening 
audience  for  the  station.  Only 
about  half  of  the  listeners 
subscribe  to  the  paper.” 

The  project,  which  started 
with  just  eight  morning  news¬ 
casts,  is  essentially  a  partnership  between 
WLRN  and  the  Herald,  according  to  Rick 
Hirsch,  managing  editor/multimedia  and 
new'  projects.  He  said  the  newspaper  pays 
the  salaries  of  the  full-tinie  radio  staffers, 
but  receives  revenue  from  sponsorships 
for  the  newscasts. 

What’s  more,  the  paper  gets  a  lot  of 
promotional  value  from  the  broadcasts. 

“We  reach  an  audience  of  about  300,000 
weekly,"  Hirscb  claims,  adding  that  the 
radio  signal  travels  to  South  Florida  counties 
where  the  Herald  doesn’t  even  circulate.  “It 
is  also  doing  serious  news  on  the  radio.” 

According  to  WLRN  Manager  Ted 
Eldredge,  the  newspaper  and  his  station 
split  all  revenue  from  sponsorships  related 
to  the  newscasts,  which  his  staff  primarily 
sells.  “They  have  opened  some  doors  for  us,” 
he  says.  “It  has  been  a  tremendous  help. 
There  is  no  way  we  could  have  set  up  our 
own  news  division  right  out  of  the  gate.” 

The  Herald's  Hirsch  says  the  newscasts 
account  for  more  local  radio  news  in 
Miami  than  anjthing  else.  “It  is  the  only 
English-language,  all-news  station  in 
the  market,”  he  contends.  The  paper  also 
posts  each  newscast  on  its  Web  site  where

it  can  be  heard  at  any  time. 

But  what  do  the  Herald  staffers 
who  already  provide  news  for  the 
print  edition  and  the  Web  site  think 
of  the  radio  element?  Many  say 
they  are  not  required  to  provide 
content  and  on-air  reports,  but  it  is 
encouraged.  “I  am  comfortable 
with  it  and  trv'  to  really  make  them 
good  pieces,”  says  Evan  Benn,  a 
three-year  general  assignment  re¬ 
porter.  “It  can  range  from  an  interview  over 
the  phone,  which  doesn’t  take  much  effort, 
to  audio  from  an  interview,  and  it  is  turned 
into  an  on-air  report.” 

Herald  reporters  who  provide  radio 
content  and  reports  are  not  paid  e.vtra,  but

“But  that  is  not  part  of  this 
business  formula.  There  are  a  lot  of  things 
we  are  asked  to  do,  and  it  takes  a  lot  of  time 
away  from  other  things.” 


The  ‘Republic’  offers  special 
‘look-alike’  editions

IN  CERTAIN  Phoenix  suburbs.  The 
Arizona  Republic  offers  terrific  sub¬ 
scription  deals.  But  even  if  you  don’t 
sign  up,  you  might  get  a  hefty  paper  foil  of 
local  news  dropped  on  your  driveway  any¬ 
way.  That’s  right  —  the  Republic  will  treat 
you  just  like  a  regular  subscriber.  You  can 
even  call  in  a  vacation  stop.  All  you  have 
to  do  is  look  like  a  subscriber. 

The  Republic's  formal  name  for  this 
penetration-building  program  is  SID,  or 


Strategic  Incremental  Distribution  —  but 
informally,  the  non-subscribers  who  receive 
a  special,  veiy  local,  compact  paper  are 
known  as  “look-alikes.”  These  households 
share  with  their  neighbor  a  demographic 
profile  that  advertisers  want. 

SID  helps  the  Republic  keep  its  house¬ 
hold  penetration  levels  in  suburbs  that 
are  growing  rapidly,  says  the  newspaper’s 
director  of  advertising,  Margie  Cochrane. 
Consider  the  suburb  of  Glendale.  The 
newspaper  estimates  that  within  the  ne.\t 
seven  or  eight  years,  its  population  will 
swell  to  nearly  700,000.  “We  knew  that 
this,  particularly,  was  an  area  w  e  wanted  to 
own,”  she  savs.  “But  in  certain  ZIP  codes  we 
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of  the  Republics  pioneering  hyperlocal 
five  years  ago  with  a  broadsheet  that  tar¬ 
geted  Glendale.  One  of  its  problems:  Ads 
from  many  small  businesses  ended  up  in 
unattractive,  cluttered  stacks  on  tbe  page. 
That  was  remedied,  Cochrane  says, 
when  the  paper  “went  to  modular  sizing 
of  ads,  and  totally  revised  our  pricing.” 

SID  is  not  an  inexpensive  operation,  so 
it’s  been  rolled  out  strategically.  In  March, 
all  18  zones  were  hilly  converted  for 
distribution  of  the  so-called  “Community 
Republics”  In  2006,  the  papers  had  added 
1,031  new  advertisers,  sav^s  Cochrane, 
adding  that  advertiser  chum  in  the  local 
papiers  has  decreased  “significantly.” 

They’re  not  all  small  businesses,  either, 
noted  Bob  Dickey,  chaimian  of  Phoenix 
Newspapers  Inc ,  during  November’s 
annual  meeting  of  the  Audit  Bureau  of 
Circulations.  In  a  multi-media  integrated 
buy,  Dillard’s,  the  department  store  chain, 
used  the  CommuniU'  Republics  in  the  mix 
with  distinct  ads  that  emphasized  the 
.stores’  communitv  ties.  0

The  look-alike  strateg>’  combines  two 
areas  in  which  the  Republic  has  been  ahead 
of  the  industiy’  pack:  gathering  data  for 
deliveiy-  at  the  household  level,  and  creat¬ 
ing  new  h\perlocal  papers. 

Beginning  back  in  2000,  tbe  newspafier 
equipped  its  circulation  carriers  with  an 
electronic  notebook  called  SoftBook. 
Carriers  download  sequenced  deliveiy 
lists  with  special  instmetions  and  a  mix  of 
products  to  be  delivered.  The  Republic 
offers  advertisers  address-sjiccific  and 
route-specific  packages  that  can  be  mixed 
according  to  geography,  demography,  or 
infonnation  from  previous  transactions 
between  the  household  and  an  advertiser’s 
business.  In  some  suburbs,  the  papers  are 
also  available  via  racks  and  store  stacks. 

What  the  look-alikes  in  18  suburbs  or  re¬ 
gions  around  Phoenix  get  is  not  the  entire 
Arizona  Republic  paper,  but  a  thrice-weekly 
tabloid  of  "micro-kKal”  news  and  opinion 
content  that  tvpically  weighs  in  at  more 
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The  locally  focused  tabs  are  delivered  free  to 
desired  demos  living  in  certain  ZIP  codes. 

than  40  pages.  Subscribers  get  this  tab 
inserted  in  the  regular  daily  edition.  The 
papers  are  titled  after  their  ’burb,  such  as 
7'be  Glendale  Republic  or  The  Ahicatukee 
Republic.

I  HEY  SAY  THAT  WINNING  ISN’T  EV'ERYTHING. 

Except,  of  course,  when  you  win  a  prize 
and  then  you’re  told  it’s  not  really  yours. 

On  Oct.  21,  Centex  Homes  and  the  Denver 
Newspaper  Agency  (DNA)  held  an  event  before 
a  Broncos  game  at  Invesco  Field  at  Mile  High 
stadium,  during  which  it  would  give  away  a 
home  valued  at  more  than  $200,000.  Three 
finalists  held  keys  that  unlocked  doors  stationed 
on  the  field.  When  Veronica  Baca  turned  hers  in  a  doorknob, 
the  lock  was  opened  —  and  as  firew'orks  exploded,  she  was 
engulfed  with  well-wishers.  The  house  was  her’s. 

But  on  the  following  Wednesday,  an  hour  before  Baca  w'as 
to  close  on  the  home,  she  received  a  call  telling  her  she’d  better 
call  off  the  movers.  As  it  turned  out,  during  all  the  excitement 
on  the  field,  the  key  of  another  finalist,  Paula  Hankins,  worked 
too.  Per  the  contest’s  fine  print,  a  subsequent  random  drawing 
was  held  for  handling  a  “tie”  —  and  determined  Hankins  the 
winner. 

“They  called  my  mom  as  we  were  driving  to  the  close,”  says 
her  daughter,  Carla  Baca-Costello.  Baca  was  offered  merchan¬ 
dise  worth  about  $25,000  for  the  inconvenience  by  Centex 
and  the  DNA. 

Disap|X)inted  and  angrv’  over  how  things  turned  out,  the 
Bacas  told  their  story  to  the  local  ABC  affiliate,  through  which 
it  gained  significant  local  attention,  and  they  filed  a  lawsuit. 

Initially  the  DNA  stuck  to  its  guns,  issuing  a  statement  on 
Nov.  1  stating,  “Centex  Homes  and  the  Denver  Newspaper 
Agency  have  tried  to  achieve  the  fairest  possible  outcome 
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Carla  Costello,  left,  and  her  mother,  contest 
winner  Veronica  Baca,  in  one  of  the  homes 

according  to  the  rules  established  for  the  promotion. ...  We  are 
disappointed  if  any  of  the  finalists  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
results  of  the  contest.” 

But  a  week  later,  Centex  Homes  contacted  the  Bacas  to 
apologize  and  w'ork  with  them  to  set  things  right.  They 
reached  an  agreement  in  which  the  Bacas  would  have  their 
choice  betw'een  the  home  they  originally  would  have  won,  or  a 
comparable  home  in  another  location.  In  addition,  Centex 
would  provide  furnishings  for  the  home  and  pick  up  the  tab 
for  any  of  the  Baca’s  legal  fees. 

“No  one  e.xpected  this  kind  of  result,  but  we  would  rather  have 
two  happy  winners  in  this  situation,”  Doug  Barnes,  executive  vice 
president  of  Centex  Homes’  northwest  region,  said  in  a  statement 

“We  never  intended  the  contest  to  end  this  way,”  added 
Bill  Anner,  Centex  Homes’  division  president  in  Denver.  “We 
understand  the  thrill  and  e.xpectation  the  contest  created  for 
Mrs.  Baca,  and  we  understand  the  disappointment  Mrs.  Baca 
and  her  family  have  endured.” 

“It’s  a  wonderftil  gift,  bottom  line,”  adds  Baca-Costello.  “I’d 
just  rather  have  saved  my  folks  the  misery  they  went  through.”

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Leila  Fadel,  who  heads  up 
McCiatchy’s  Iraq  coverage, 
tackles  the  sectarian  divide

WHEN  SIX  Iraqi  reporters 

whoVe  worked  in  McClatchy  s 
Baghdad  bureau  were  awarded 
the  International  Womens  Media  Founda¬ 
tion  Courage  in  Journalism  Award  in 
October,  their  fellow  reporter,  now  bureau 
chief,  Leila  Fadel  —  who  knows  better  than 
most  what  journalistic  and  sur\ival  skills 
those  women  needed  —  attended  each  of 
the  ceremonies  in  New  York,  W'ashington, 
and  Los  Angeles. 

She  looked  on  with  both  pride  and 
sadness,  for  only  one  of  the  six  —  Sahar 
Issa,  whose 
acceptance  speech 
was  quoted  at 
length  in  a  New 
York  Times 
editorial  later  that 
week  —  is  still 
working  for  the 
!  bureau.  All  six  lost 
close  friends  or 
j  family  members. 
Ban  Adil  Sarhan,  one  received  death 

of  six  staffers  to  receive  threats,  and  had 
the  IMWF’s  honor  become  accus¬ 

tomed  to  sleeping  with  bulletproof  vests 
and  helmets  by  their  beds  at  night. 

Part  of  Fadel’s  job  has  been  to  find 
equally  brave,  competent,  and  trustworthy 
replacements.  It  s  been  that  w'ay  since  she 
took  over  the  bureau  last  Februaiy;  at  the 
age  of  25. 

“It  was  a  difficult  first  month,”  admits 
Fadel,  who  had  covered  Iraq  on  three  previ¬ 
ous  rotations  starting  in  June  2005.  She 
had  alreadv  been  through  a  lot.  Seven  days 
into  her  first  rotation,  the  bureau  s  well-re¬ 
garded  translator,  Yasser  Salihee,  was  killed 
by  American  .soldiers  who  mistook  him 
for  a  suicide  bomber;  a  week  into  her 
second  rotation,  the  bureau  s  hotel  was 
bombed.  “People  started  to  joke  they  would 
leave  on  my  seventh  day,”  she  says  ruefully. 

When  she  took  over  the  bureau  early  this 
year,  she  did  so  with  “one  experienced  re¬ 
porter,  one  w  ho’d  been  there  a  month,  and 
no  women.”  She  notes  that  when  a  6-foot-5,

blond  male  reporter  arrived,  the  first  thing 
the  staff  said,  was:  “Where  are  we  going 
to  hide  him?"  Trusted  female  reporters 
are  essential,  says  Fadel,  whose  father  is 
Lebanese- American.  She  grew  up  in  Saudi 
Arabia  and  Lebanon,  and  speaks  conversa¬ 
tional  Arabic  —  but  “at  checkpoints,  [men] 
won’t  address  a  woman,  and  that’s  an 
advantage.” 

Now'  she  has  assembled  an  “amazing” 
staff  of  five,  including  two  women;  Sahar 
Issa  w'as  one  of  her  first  hires.  Becau.se  of 
the  intractable  sectarian  divisions,  Fadel 
must  ask  prospective  hires  whether  they  are 
Sunni  or  Shiite,  to  avoid  sending  someone 
into  the  wrong  neighborhood.  Sahar,  who 
had  no  journalism  background  but  speaks 
perfect  English,  answered  “I’m  Shunnu

stoiy  assigning  a  critical  task. 
“There  are  killings  you  can’t 
predict  and  don’t  understand,” 
says  Fadel.  “Fiefdoms  have 
sprung  up,  protected  by  their 
ow'n  groups.  If  you’re  a  stranger 
in  that  neighborhood,  people 
know.  It’s  frightening  as  bureau 
chief,  that  maybe  I  would  make 
a  decision  to  go  with  a  staff  member,  and 
realize  too  late  it’s  a  mistake.” 

Fadel  notes  that  as  the  w  ar  has  dragged 
on,  the  challenge  is  not  only  to  report 
the  current  events,  but  also  to  e.xplain  its 
histoiy',  especially  w'hat  it  meant  to  be  a 
Sunni  or  Shiite  before  the  war. 

“People  want  shorter  stories,  and  tell  me 
they’re  ‘numb’  to  the  story,”  she  protests.  “I 
think  it’s  unacceptable  to  be  numb  to  the 
story.  We  have  168,000  [troops]  there, 
w'e’re  spending  huge  amounts  of  money.” 

It’s  especially  frustrating  for  Fadel,  w'ho  has 
always  wanted  to  be  a  foreign  correspon¬ 
dent,  to  find  the  news  hole  shrinking  as  the 
complexities  grow:  “Americans  don’t  under¬ 
stand  the  war  in  the  context  of  their  ow-n 
lives,”  she  says,  especially  the  massive 
displacement  of  Iraqis  from  their  homes. 
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“Imagine  it  happening  here,  living  in  the 
U.S.,  and  finding  you  are  no  longer  wel¬ 
come  in  your  own  hometown.  Americans 
forget  the  very  human  element  of  this  war.” 
(Her  blog,  “Baghdad  Observer,”  and  one 
managed  by  Sahar  and  other  Iraqi  staffers, 
“Inside  Iraq,”  can  both  be  found  via  www. 
mcclatchydc.com.) 

In  a  story  that  contrasted  the  everyday 
lives  of  Iraqis  with  President  Bush’s 
September  statement  that  normal  life  is 
beginning  to  return  to  Baghdad,  she  inter¬ 
viewed  half  a  dozen  residents,  including  a 
28-year-old  Shiite  in  Sadr  City.  “Two  days 
ago,  his  friend  Mustafa  was  kidnapped 
from  his  computer  shop,”  she  wrote.  “He 
was  later  found  dead,  shot  in  the  head.  It 
wasn’t  unusual.  In  his  neighborhood  — 
controlled  by  the  Mahdi  Army  militia,  loyal 
to  cleric  Muqtada  al  Sadr  —  he  sees  bodies 
every  day.” 

Fadel’s  ability  to  convey  what  the  war  has 
meant  to  ordinary'  Iraqis  has  impressed 
Tina  Susman,  bureau  chief  for  the  Los 
Angeles  Times,  who  lives  upstairs  from  her. 
“Even  though  I’ve  been  doing  this  kind 
of  work  a  lot  longer  than  she  has,  she  has 
become  one  of  my  main  advice-givers  since 
I  took  on  the  Baghdad  assignment  at  the 
start  of  this  year,”  Susman  tells  E(3P  in  an 
e-mail.  “I  admire  her  because  she  is  so 
young,  yet  she’s  managing  a  bureau  and 
covering  a  very  difficult  story  with  a  very 
human  touch.  She  is  always  out  there 


Aboard  a  Black  Hawk  helicopter  in  August, 
talking  to  Iraqis  —  regular  people  as  well  as 
political  and  religious  leaders. ...  When  I 
read  her  stories,  I  feel  like  I’m  reading  the 
stories  that  Iraqis  w'ould  like  people  to  hear. 
That  isn’t  something  that  always  comes 
through  in  conflict  reporting,  where  there 
often  is  a  tendency  to  focus  on  men  in  suits 
and  uniforms.” 

Tom  Lasseter,  Iraq  war  correspondent 
and  now  McClatchy’s  Moscow  bureau 
chief,  had  worked  with  Fadel  on  previous 
rotations  and  in  February  was  struck  by  the

Fuling  a 'shared  dream' in  Baghdad 


Hannah  Allam,  the  former  Baghdad 
bureau  chief  for  Knight  Bidder  who  now 
handles  the  Cairo  bureau  for  McClatchy, 
offered  this  e-mailed  comment  on  Fadel. 

1  FIRST  MET  Leila  when  I  was 
assigned  to  be  her  mentor  during 
her  internship  at  the  St.  Paul  (Minn.) 
Pioneer  Press.  She  was  soft-spoken,  but 
had  this  quiet  determination  about  her. 
She  and  I  immediately  became  close 
fiiends,  especially  because  we  had  parallel 
upbringings:  Arab  fathers,  American 
mothers,  and  we  both  grew  up  in  oil 
towns  in  Saudi  Arabia.  After  work  in 
Minnesota,  we  would  go  out  for  dinner 
and  talk  about  our  shared  dream:  to 
report  on  the  Middle  East  one  day. 

Fast  forward  four  years.  Leila  and 
I  still  cherish  our  late-night  talks,  but 
now  they  take  place  on  the  Nile  or  the 
Tigris  instead  of  the  Mississippi.  We 
still  can’t  believe  it. 

The  shy  intern  I  mentored  in  Min¬ 
neapolis  has  morphed  into  a  smart, 
confident  manager  who  is  now  my  own 
mentor  and  sounding  board.  She  runs  a 
tight  ship  in  Baghdad,  producing  smart, 
unique  stories  that  offer  a  peek  into  the 
lives  of  Iraqis  and  Americans  who  are 
struggling  to  contain  the  violence.  Her 


background  as  an  Arab-American 
Muslim  certainly  helps  with  access  and 
sources,  but  that  wouldn’t  amount  to 
much  if  she  didn’t  also  bring  sharp  news 
judgment  and  a  Puritan  work  ethic. 

When  she  was  named  bureau  chief, 
many  of  our  Iraqi  staff  members  rejoiced. 
After  two  Sunni  Muslim  bureau  chiefs 
(Nancy  Youssef  and  me),  a  Shiite  Muslim 
had  arrived  and  tipped  the  sectarian 
balimce.  The  Sunni-Shiite  tension  that 
gets  people  killed  in  Baghdad  was  a 
source  of  good-natured  ribbing  and 
laughter  in  our  bureau.  She’s  worked  hard 
to  make  sure  the  coverage  is  balanced  and 
fair.  She  has  a  zero-tolerance  policy  for 
sectarianism  in  the  workplace,  and  the 
Iraqi  staff  respects  her  for  her  even-hand- 
edness.  Now  if  we  can  just  get  her  to 
stop  driving  through  Anbar  province  to 
Jordan,  we’d  all  sleep  better  at  night. 

Leila  even  manages  to  make  the  oven 
work  when  there  is  no  electricity.  She  also 
has  the  best  shimmy  of  any  belly  dancer 
I’ve  ever  seen.  She  eschews  body  armor 
in  favor  of  a  simple  black  scarf  and  robe 
—  that  way,  she’s  able  to  blend  in  with 
Iraqis  and  take  our  readers  to  places  other 
reporters  can’t.  Her  only  other  “armor”: 
a  fake  gold  wedding  ring  to  fend  off  the 
advances  of  smarmy  Iraqi  officials.

Newspaper  editorial  writers, 
in  the  popular  imagination  at 
least,  are  ivor>’-tower  figures 
pulling  on  their  pipes  while  pronouncing 
sagely  on  everything  from  Afghanistan 
to  zoning. 

Ea^le  Opinion  Editor 
Phillip  Brownlee,  on  the  other  hand,  can 
be  seen  on  You  Tube  as  a  background 
dancer  in  “Brovvnback  Girl,”  a  ^•ideo  that 
parodies  the  viral  “Obama  Girl”  phenom¬ 
enon  by  imaging  a  Church  I.ady-t\pe  in 
thrall  to  Kansas  Senator  and  short-lived 
presidential  candidate  Sam  Brownback. 
Eagle  editorial  writer  and  columnist 


Randy  Scholficld  imitates  Republican 
Fred  Thompsons  rumbling  voice  on  an¬ 
other  video  lampooning  the  young  trophy 
wives  of  several  presidential  candidates, 
called  “I’m  My  Wife’s  Grandpa.” 

The  parody  videos  are  “just  another 
form  for  us  to  express  opinion,”  says 
Brownlee. 

One  \ideo  has  already  proved  as  effective 
as  a  print  editorial.  When  Kan.sas  Gov. 
Kathleen  Sebelius  was  refusing  to  take  a 
stand  about  a  proposed  coal-burning  power 
plant,  the  Eagle  released  a  video  parody 
of  “Coal  Miner’s  Daughter”  called  “Coal- 
Ivoving  Governor.”  That  veiy’  day,  Brownlee 
say's,  Sebelius  came  out  again.st  the  facility.  lU 


chief  Pentagon  correspondent,  and  Hannah 
Allam,  currently  McClatchy’s  Cairo  bureau 
chief  and  Fadel’s  mentor  during  her  intern¬ 
ship  at  the5f.  Paul  Pioneer  Press),  Fadel 
brought  language,  a  knowledge  of  the 
culture  and  religion,  and  the  ability  to 
blend  in.  “We  don’t  send  people  to  Iraq 
lightly,”  notes  John  Walcott,  McClatchy’s 
Washington  Bureau  chief. 

But  it  was  her  experience  reporting  on 
the  war  between  Hezbollah  and  Israel 
in  the  summer  of  2006  that  convinced 
VV’alcott  that  Fadel  could  be  the  next 
Baghdad  bureau  chief. 

Mliile  on  a  dark  rooftop  near  Sidon, 
struggling  to  transmit  pictures  to  her 
Washington  editors,  Fadel  heard  a  gun 
cocking,  and  a  voice  asking  in  Arabic, 

“MTio’s  out  there?”  A  Hezbollah  patrol  had 
spotted  her  and  another  reporter.  After 
convincing  the  group  that  they  were  indeed 
journalists  and  not  spies  —  and  pointing 
out,  “If  you  want  the  story'  of  your  group 
told,  how  do  you  think  it  would  make  you 
kx)k  to  hold  a  gun  up  to  women?”  —  she 
got  the  leader's  phone  number. 

She  later  interviewed  him  for  a  story 

“that  gave  insight 
into  the  thinking 
of  people  who  are 
leading  Hezbollah,” 
says  Walcott.  He 
added  that  Mark 
Seibel,  managing 
editor/intemation- 
al,  agreed:  “Here  is 
a  woman  who  has 
what  it  takes  to  go 
to  Baghdad.  If  she 
can  handle  a  group 
of  guys  holding 
AK-47S  and  even 
get  a  .story  out  of  it, 
then  she  can  han¬ 
dle  what  Baghdad  is  likely  to  throw  at  her.” 

Fadel’s  first  newspaper  job  after  graduat¬ 
ing  from  Northeastern  University  in  2004 
was  as  a  crime  reporter  for  the  Port  Worth 
(Te.xas)  Star-Telegram,  where  she  started 
lobbying  to  be  .sent  to  Iraq  almost  immetli- 
ately.  Six  months  later,  she  was  on  her  way. 

“1  don’t  think  anything  prepares  you  for 
Iraq,”  says  Fadel,  who  visited  la'banon  every 
summer  as  a  child,  and  recalls  her  father 
pointing  to  bomlxxl-out  buildings  and 
describing  what  they  had  once  been.  “I  have 
the  same  goals,  though,  as  with  police 
reporting:  to  humanize  the  victims.”  11

She  got  her  start  at  Cleveland’s  Call  and  Post,  a  local  black 
newspaper,  and  then  joined  The  Plain  Dealer,  where  she  was  that  paper’s  first 
black  female  reporter.  She  was  later  named  an  editorial  writer  —  another  African-

Bill  Hosokawa 

92,  Died  Nov.  9 

REPORTER/EDITOR,  THE 
DENVER  POST 

During  World  War 
II,  Bill  Hosokawa, 
his  wife,  and  infant  son 
were  removed  from  their 
Seattle  home  by  the  U.S. 
government  and  sent 
to  be  interned  at  Heart 
Mountain  Camp  in 
Cody,  Wyo.  While  there, 
he  founded  and  edited 
The  Heart  Mountain 
Sentinel,  a  newspaper 
for  camp  residents. 

Hosokawa  was  released 
a  year  later  and  did  a  stint 
at  The  Des  Moines  (Iowa) 
Register  before  joining 
The  Denver  Post  copy 
desk.  During  his  nearly 
40-year  career  at  the  Po,st, 
Hosokawa  served  as  a 
war  correspondent  in 


Korea  and  Vietnam,  a 
columnist,  editor  of  its 
Sunday  magazine,  and 
editorial  page  editor. 

After  his  retirement, 
he  worked  as  the  reader  s 
representative  at  the 
Rocky  Mountain  News.

He  was  a  student  of 
many  disciplines  — 
but  it  was  his  work  as  a 
photographer  for  which 
John  L.  Gaunt  Jr.  gained 
his  highest  honor. 

Gaunt  graduated  with 
a  degree  in  zoologv’  from 
use,  and  then  made  a 
brief  foray  into  medical 
school.

In  October  1950  Gaunt 
joined  the  Los  Angeles 
Times,  working  mostly  as 
the  nightside  news  pho¬ 
tographer.  But  four  years 
later,  while  visiting  his 
beachiront  home  in 
Hermosa  Beach,  he  heard 
a  commotion  near  the 
shoreline,  grabbed  bis 
Rollifle.x  camera,  and 
went  to  check  it  out. 

He  found  a  distraught 
young  couple  whose  19- 
month-old  son  had  been 
pulled  out  to  sea  and 
drowned.  Gaunt  snapped 
a  gripping  photo  of  the 
two  that  ran  the  ne.xt  day 
on  Page  One  —  and  the 
following  year,  the  haunt¬ 
ing  image  earned  him  a 
Pulitzer  Prize,  at  the  time 
the  newspaper's  third.

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Feuds  between  local  law  enforcement  and  alternative 
weeklies  take  scary  turns  in  Arizona  and  Florida 


Alternative-chain  publisher 
Village  Voice  Media  (WM) 
often  gets  rapped  by  peers 
under  the  spell  of  radical-chic 
nostalgia  for  “homogenizing”  or  “corpora¬ 
tizing”  its  papers.  But  the  shocking 
nighttime  arrests  in  Phoenix  of  \^VM 
Executive  Editor  Michael  Lacey  and  CEO 
Jim  Larkin  by  Maricopa  County  sherift’s 
deputies  are  proof  their  alt-papers  can 
still  get  under  the  skin  of  local  authorities. 

The  Soviet-style  arrests  and  a  grand- 
jurv'  subpoena  demanding  that  WM’s 
Neu'  Times  in  Phoenix 
reveal  the  identities  and 
Internet  domain  names 
of  everyone  w  ho  visited 
the  paper’s  Web  site  since 
the  beginning  of  2004, 
though  quickly  disposed, 
are  only  the  most  egregious 
examples  of  legal  and 
extralegal  pressure  being 
wielded  across  the  nation 
by  local  bigwigs  with  a  grudge. 

In  the  case  of  the  Nexv  Times,  the 
ott’ended  party  was  Maricopa  County 
Sheriff  Joe  Arpaio.  For  the  past  15  years 
Arpaio  has  reveled  in  the  glow  of  a  news 
media  enchanted  by  his  stunts  to  humili¬ 
ate  prisoners,  such  as  clothing  them  in 
pink.  The  New  Times,  however,  has  done 
tough  reporting  on  Arpaio,  and  recently 
showed  how,  by  using  a  state  statute  that 
lets  law  enforcement  officers  conceal  their 
home  addresses  in  public  records,  the 
sheriff  allegedly  hid  nearly  $1  million  in 
cash  real  estate  transactions. 

Across  the  countrv’  in  Florida,  another 
vindictive  law  enforcement  group  with  an 
equally,  um,  colorful  past  is  still  carrving 
on  its  “case”  against  three  sales  executives 


of  the  Orlando  Weekly  for  “aiding  and 
abetting  prostitution.”  In  a  lavish  waste  of 
public  funds,  the  Metropolitan  Bureau  of 
Investigation  conducted  a  months-long 
sting  using  undercover  agents  who  hinted 
their  bodies  were  for  hire.  The  Weekly's 
crime?  Taking  ads  from  them.  The  kind  of 
perfectly  legal,  if  tackv;  “escort”  ads  you 
can  see  in  the  Orlando  Sentinel  or  just 
about  any  paper  in  a  big  convention  tow-n. 

The  MBI  says  it  is  just  trving  to  clean 
up  Orlando,  and  wants  the  Weekly  to  do 
its  part  like  a  good  little  corporate  citizen. 

The  real  storv'  appears  to 
be  that  the  MBI  is  sick  of 
the  alternative’s  aggres¬ 
sive  reporting  of  its  many 
bungled  cases,  including 
its  description  of  MBI 
as  a  “police  agency  with 
a  jaw-dropping  list  of 
transgressions  stretching 
all  the  way  back  to  its 
inception  in  1978.” 

To  their  credit,  the  mainstream  dailies 
in  Phoenix  and  Orlando  also  decried  the 
obvious  police  abuse  of  a  free  press.  But 
dailies  too  rarely  make  common  cause 
with  their  local  alt-weekly  when  they  are 
targeted  by  the  familiar  harassments  of 
police  ad  stings,  librarv'  banishments,  and 
“litter”  laws  concerned  more  about  free 
papers  stacked  in  a  store  than  candy 
wrappers  on  the  sidewalk. 

Usually  that’s  because  the  mainstream 
paper’s  top  people  resent  the  snarkv-  cover¬ 
age  they  get  from  the  alternative  with  its 
sneering  cheap  shots.  But  thuggish  local 
authorities  who  believe  they  can  act  with 
impunitv'  against  alt-papers  will  soon 
wonder  just  how  much  they  can  get  away 
with  against  the  main.stream  daily.

Our  life  is  a  cai'nival 


Back  in  1951,  ‘Ace  in  the  Hole,’  starring  Kirk  Douglas,  set 
the  stage  for  the  media  feeding  frenzy  that  has  followed

despise  them,  but  Hollywood  still  loves  reporters.  They 
have  served  as  compelling  heroes  and  villains  since  the 
M  dawn  of  cinema.  You  only  have  to  go  back  to  1931 
to  enjoy  Five  Star  Final  (if  you  can  find  it),  with  Boris 
Karloff  starring  as  the  shifty  journalist.  Earlier  in  this  issue,  we 
visited  e.x-reporter  Rod  Lurie’s  upcoming  flick.  Between  the  birth  of 
the  talkies  and  today,  Hollywood  has  produced  hundreds  of  films 
that  revolve  around  newsrooms.  But  somehow,  until  last  month, 
I  had  missed  one  of  the  best,  Billy  Wilder’s  in  the  Hole. 


Rarely  seen  in  recent  years,  the  movie 
finally  came  out  on  DVD  this  past  summer. 
About  15  years  ago,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
interviewing  the  very  friendly  (and,  yes, 
hysterically  funny)  Wilder  for  a  book  1  was 
writing  on  a  California  political  campaign 
in  w'hich  he  played  a  tiny  role,  and  he 
recommended  this  cult  classic  during  one 
of  our  talks.  If  you  haven’t  seen  it,  rush  out 
to  get  it,  or  do  that  NetflLx  thing. 

Although  something  of  a  bo.x  office  flop 
in  1951  —  and  later  released  under  a  new 
title.  The  Bifs;  Carnival  —  it  was  way  ahead 
of  its  time  in  anticipating  the  feeding  frenzy 
of  media  coverage  today.  But  like  Lany 
David  and  The  Simpsowi,  it  is  an  equal- 
opportunitv'  mocker,  poking  malicious  fun 
at  eveiything  from  gullible  common  folk  to 
the  police.  Its  most  famous  line  comes  from 
the  no-nonsense  wife  of  its  chief  victim, 
who  says  she  doesn’t  go  to  church  because 
“kneeling  bags  my  nylons.” 

In  this  brilliantly  written  (partly  by 
Wilder)  yam,  Kirk  Douglas  chews  the 
scenery  as  one  Chuck  Tatum,  a  hard-boiled 
reporter  who  finds  himself  at  the  dustv’ 
Albuquerque  Sun-Bulletin  begging  for  a 
job  that  might  be  his  ticket  back  to  the  big 


time.  He  brags  that  he  has  been  fired  from 
11  newspapers  back  East.  His  previous 
crimes?  Evervthing  from  libel  to  fooling 
around  with  a  publisher’s  wife. 


He  actually  boasts,  “I’m  a  prettv’  good 
liar.”  (Half  a  centurv'  later,  Jayson  Blair 
would  say  much  the  same  thing.)  The 
fuddy-duddy  owner  of  the  paper  is  por¬ 
trayed  as  Mr.  Ethics  but,  naturally,  he 
hires  the  scum.  Cut  to  fade. 

It’s  a  year  later  and  Tatum  is  languish¬ 
ing  in  this  “sun-baked  Siberia,”  still  await¬ 
ing  his  lucky  break.  Then,  by  chance, 
along  a  remote  highway  he  happens  to  be 
first  at  the  scene  of  a  cave-in  that  has 
trapped  the  owner  of  a  local  trading  post. 
Sensing  this  is  it,  he  not  only  gets  the 
scoop  (“Ancient  Curse  Entombs  Man”), 


but  manipulates  events  to  guarantee  that  | 
the  poor  fellow  won’t  get  saved  any  time  I 
soon,  thereby  giving  Tatum  a  chance  to 
become  a  national  star  —  and  get  one  of 
his  New  York  jobs  back. 

You  think  Jayson  Blair  or  Janet  Cooke 
or  Jack  Kelley  were  bad?  Tatum  convinces 
the  chief  engineer  to  abandon  a  plan  that 
might  get  the  trapped  man  out  in  a  day  in 
favor  of  a  drilling  scheme  that  would  take  j ;

wheel.  Tatum  quits  the  Albuquerque  rag 
when  a  New  York  paper  offers  him  a  wad  ; 
of  dough.  “I  don’t  make  things  happen,  I 
just  write  about  them,”  he  blusters.  About 
this  time,  I  was  e.xpecting  to  learn  that  the 
victim  was  faking  his  entrapment  to  gain 
fame  and  would  walk  out  of  the  cave  at 
any  moment.

“The  newspaper  blog  can’t  be  any  more  in¬ 
fluential  than  a  newspaper  column,”  claims 
James  Carville,  the  veteran  Democratic 
strategist  who  oversaw  Bill  Clinton’s  1992 
victory'  and  is  now  a  CNN  commentator.  “It 
is  another  w  ay  for  a  newspaper  to  look  a  little 
more  contemporary',  but  I  don’t  know  the 
difference  between  a  newspaper  blog  and  a 
newspaper  column.” 

Still,  those  who  run  the  blogs  and  vv'rite  for 
them  claim  this  method  of  delivery  is  here  to 
stay  —  and  provides  a  valuable  outlet  for  up¬ 
loading  tidbits  and  gossip  items,  as  well  as 
proving  the  fastest  route  for  a  breaking  story 
or  scoop.  Says  Phillips,  “It  involves  reader  en¬ 
gagement,  and  it  really  riles  the  electorate.” 

Posting  scoops  great  and  small 

when  The  Boston  Globe  broke  the  story 
in  June  that  Bill  Clinton  would  begin  cam¬ 
paigning  (with  Sen.  Hillary  Clinton)  in  New 
Hampshire  for  the  first  time  since  his  own 
1992  campaign,  the  story  was  not  scooped 
in  the  print  pages  or  even  the  regular  online 
news  columns.  Blogger  James  Pindell  had  it

on  one  of  the  Globe's  two  political  blogs, 
“The  Primary  Source.”  That  same  month, 
he  also  posted  Sen.  Barack  Obama’s  debate 
talking  points  hours  before  a  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  face-off  vv-ith  other  candidates. 

But  along  with  those  notable  scoops, 
Pindell’s  blog  has  also  broken  less-than- 
monurnental  stories.  Those  include  revela¬ 
tions  that  Hillary  Clinton  had  once  visited 
Dartmouth  College  on  a  blind  date;  that 
senators  Joe  Biden  and  Christopher  Dodd 
shared  a  plane  ride  from  Washington,  D.C.; 
and  that  an  Obama  book  club  had  launched 
in  New  Hampshire. 

Such  is  the  mixed  bag  that  is  today’s 
political  blog. 

Pindell,  a  former  Des  Moines  Register 
and  Indianapolis  Star  reporter  who  also 
ran  a  New  Hampshire-ba,sed  political  Web 
site  from  2002  to  2006,  is  under  contract  to 
work  full  time  for  the  site  at  least  until  the 
New  Hampshire  primary,  and  perhaps 
longer.  For  him,  the  blog  is  the  perfect  way 
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to  get  both  the  top  and  bottom-level  stories 
out.  “I  cover  the  campaigns  the  same  way 
[as  a  newspaper  reporter],”  says  Pindell,  28, 
of  his  approach.  “I  love  political  journalism. 
1  love  covering  the  great  political  stories, 
and  if  I  do  that  on  a  blog  or  in  the  paper,  I 
don’t  care.” 

And  with  the  2008  presidential  cam¬ 
paign  having  kicked  off  earlier  than  ever, 
Pindell  and  others  claim  the  blogs  are 
needed  to  catch  all  aspects  of  the  race,  and 
aid  in  competing  with  non-newspaper 
outlets.  “When  you  have  smaller  stuff,  it  is 
an  appropriate  place  for  people  to  check 
ever)’  day,”  he  says.  “It  allows  me,  eveiy-  day, 
to  use  tidbits.  Who  did  a  candidate  invite 
to  a  debate?  Why?  Things  that  are  not 
important  to  the  regular  coverage.”  Mark 
Memmott  at  USA  Today  agrees:  “You  can 
give  the  reader  the  sense  that  you  are  on 
top  of  things.” 

When  third-quarter  fundraising  totals 
came  out  in  early  October,  USA  Today  ran  a 
stoiy’  on  Oct.  1  about  Barack  Obama’s  $20 
million  haul,  but  didn’t  have  Hillarv’  Clin¬ 


ton’s  numbers  until  a  day  later.  When 
the  new's  that  she  had  raised  $22  million 
was  revealed  on  the  morning  of  Oct.  2, 
Memmott  posted  the  information  on  the 
blog,  giving  it  the  fastest  route  to  the  public. 
Still,  he  found  time  a  day  later  for  the 
somewhat  less  groundbreaking  storv’  of 
the  Republican  Party  unveiling  its  logo  for 
the  2008  convention  in  Minneapolis:  a 
blue-and-vvhite  elephant. 

In  November,  Cillizza’s  stoiy  that  Pat 
Robertson  had  endorsed  Rudy  Giuliani 
made  even  his  own  newspaper’s  top  political 
staff’ take  a  new  look  at  the  power  of  the  site. 

Nearly  eveiy  politics  blogger  has  e.xamples 
of  stories  that  were  broken  on  their  site, 
from  the  major  developments  to  such  minor 
items  as  the  L.A.  rimes’ report  of  John 
McCain’s  wife  revealing  her  husband  was 
a  "remote  control  freak.”  But  is  this  news? 

“The  attitude  is  that  politics  are  impor¬ 
tant,  entertaining,  and  that  the  people 
who  do  it  treat  it  as  a  game,  often,”  says 


Malcolm.  “We  need  to  understand  that,  as 
we  watch  as  spectators.” 

Local  spin  becomes  key 

And  it’s  not  just  the  major  and  mid-sized 
papers  that  have  been  bitten  by  the  cam¬ 
paign-blogger  bug.  Smaller  dailies  such  as 
The  Sun  News  of  Mvxtle  Beach,  S.C.;  the 
Reno  (Nev.)  Gazette-Journal-,  and  The 
Courier  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  have  part-time 
posters  every  bit  as  committed,  staffers  say. 

“It  is  local  politics,  but  anvthing  national 
that  comes  through  our  area,  we  take,”  says 
Lisa  Fleisher,  the  24-year-old  monitor  of 
the  Sun  News'  “PoliTick-Tock”  blog.  “If  a 
candidate  is  going  to  come  through,  I  write 
a  story,  then  grab  some  items  for  the  blog.” 

One  such  tidbit  was  as  basic  as  John 
McCain’s  visit  with  Fleisher  on  a  campaign 
bus  swing  through  the  state.  As  he  flipped 
through  television  channels  while  speaking 
with  Fleisher,  he  kept  bvpassing  golf  pro¬ 
gramming,  declaring  “I  hate  golf.”  Before 
posting  that  bit  of  info,  Fleisher  reminded 
him  of  Myrtle  Beach’s  large  golfing  industry. 


Among  the  items  Courier  blogger 
Charlotte  Eby  has  posted  in  recent  months 
on  her  “Iowa  Insider”  blog  w  as  the  speaking 
order  for  candidates  attending  state  Sen. 
Tom  Harkin’s  annual  Steak  Fry,  along  with 
the  number  of  media  credentials  issued  for 
tbe  event:  102.  At  the  Union  Leader  in 
Manchester,  N.H.,  blogger  Drew'  Cline 
linked  to  the  latest  John  McCain  TV  adver¬ 
tisements  in  September,  sajing  they  were 
“really  good,”  even  though  both  commer¬ 
cials  got  the  paper’s  name  wrong. 

“It  does  take  more  time  than  people 
think,”  says  Eby,  who  is  the  Des  Moines 
reporter  for  five  Lee  Enterprises  papers 
around  Iowa  but  blogs  only  at  the  Courier 
site.  “I  still  have  to  write  stories,  and  we  are 
getting  slammed  out  here  with  candidates. 

I  tiy  to  do  it  three  to  five  times  a  week.”  Eby, 
a  state  capital  reporter  since  2003,  savs  her 
blog  can  compete  with  the  big  papers  be¬

Anjeanette  Damon,  the  Gazette-JournaFs 
blogger  at  “Inside  Nevada  Politics,”  says  the 
blog  is  getting  more  attention  as  the  Neva¬ 
da  caucuses  move  up  to  become  the  third 
presidential  primaiy  event,  after  Iowa  and 
New  Hampshire.  Her  blog  is  the  third  most 
popular  of  the  papers  16  blogs  (a  dog  blog 
leads  the  pack).  “1  do  it  daily,  sometimes  at 
night  or  on  weekends,  but  I  enjoy  it,”  she 
says.  “It  is  like  a  conversation,  and  it  does 
not  take  as  much  context  as  a  stoiy  because 
it  is  for  people  who  know  the  context.” 

Although  Damon  and  Eby  have  to  juggle 
blogging  with  regular  reporting,  each  sees  it 
as  an  advantage  in  getting  news  out  quickly. 
Says  Damon,  “If  1  have  a  busy  reporting 
day,  I  can  feed  stuff' to  the  blog.” 

Taking  a  pitch  before  the  sxcing 

But  for  many  of  the  blogs,  getting  infor¬ 
mation  up  more  quickly  can  also  lead  to  a 
lack  of  editing  and  errors.  Several  news¬ 
paper  bloggers  admit  they  are  able  to  po.st 
items  on  their  owti,  with  editorial  oversight 
often  coming  after  an  item  is  up.  “It  gets 
back-read,  so  you  have  to  get  people  with  a 
little  bit  of  [editorial]  experience  into  these 
positions,”  says  USA  Today's  Memmott. 

Dick  Polman,  a  former  Philadelphia 
Inquirer  reporter  who  teaches  at  the 
UniversiU-  of  Pennsyhania  and  still  blogs 
part  time  for  the  papers  political  site,  says 
that  rush  to  post  can  sometimes  be  too 
much:  “Blogs  really  expect  you  to  be  up 
with  .something  right  away,  eveiy  time  a 
candidate  coughs.  It  pays  to  take  a  step 
back  and  break  in  and  think.”

But  as  the  blogs  give  newspapers  a  new 
entree  into  the  wild  worlds  of  both  the 
Internet  and  nati()nal  politics,  they  also  find 
themselves  affecting  the  way  campaigns  are 
covered  —  and  overseen. 

Pindell  of  the  Globe  sees  a  definite 
change  in  the  approach  campaigns  u.se  to 
get  information  out  \ia  the  blogs;  he  gets 
dozens  of  pitches  for  stories  each  day. 


“Nineft  -five  {wreent  of  the  stuff  !  reject 
because  it  is  pointless  or  factless,”  he  says. 
But  the  Chicago  Tribunes  Frank  James,  a 
full-timer  at  “The  Swamp,”  welcomes  the 
avalanche  of  campaign  information.  “Cam¬ 
paigns  send  us  a  lot  of  stuff,"  he  admits. 

“But  one  of  the  things  I  like  is  that  it  gives 
people  on  either  side  a  place  to  come  and 
ha\  e  at  each  other.” 

Phillips  of  “The  Caucus”  says  the 
campaigns  are  sophisticated  enough  to 
know  how  to  pitch  items  —  and  ju.st  as 
important,  how  to  respond.  “All  of  the 
campaigns  have  Internet  directors  and 
Internet  units.”  she  says,  noting  that  those 
campaigns  “do  a  lot  of  outreach  and  some 
of  them  really  pay  attention  to  our  blog 
efforts.”  She  says  campaign  leaders  are  often 
more  willing  to  respond  to  a  blog  item  they 
see  than  an  actual  call  or  e-mail  seeking 
comment:  “The  react  is  verj-  strong,  and 
they  do  respond.  And  it  is  quicker.” 

Then  there  is  the  workload  demand, 
speed,  and  fierce  comjx'tition.  Nearly  eveiy 
blogger  who  spoke  with  Ef^P  pointed  to  the 
piling-on  of  stories  and  tidbits  as  the  least 
enviable  part  of  their  work  day.  “It  does

add  more  to  the  job,  but  we  have  to  stay 
competitive,”  says  Carla  Marinucci,  a  senior 
political  writer  at  the  San  Fraitcisco 
Chronicle's  “Spin  Cvde”  blog.  “We  always 
want  to  get  things  up  right  away.”  On  Nov. 
18,  a  “Doonesburv  "  strip  satirizing  worka¬ 
holic  campaign  bloggers  made  this  point. 

The  bloggers’  print-oriented  campaign 
colleagues,  such  as  the  Neu'  York  Times' 
Adam  Nagoumey,  have  their  own  opinions 
of  the  online  reports.  Nagoumey  says  that 
having  to  read  so  many  blogs  makes  for  a 
heavier  workload:  “One  downside  is  that 
there  is  a  glut  of  material.  In  a  weird  way, 
it  lessens  the  impact.”  Still,  he  is  not  above 
tossing  a  seexjp  out  via  “The  Caucus”  to  beat 
the  competition,  such  as  when  he  was 
leaked  a  memo  from  the  Hillarv'  Clinton 
campaign  arguing  for  her  to  skip  Iowa. 

A  'liberciti ng"  approach 

But  it’s  more  than  just  the  speed  and 
varietv’  of  items  posted  that  set  these  sites 
apart  from  newspapers’  other  political 
news.  The  reporters  who  man  these  sites 
say  the  freedom  to  trv'  new  ideas  and  ap¬ 
proaches  is  more  creative  than  anvthing 
else  on  the  Web,  and  certainly  than  in  print. 

“I  find  it  quite  liberating.  The  blog  is  a 
totally  different  audience,”  declares  M.E. 
Sprengelmeyer,  a  bureau  reporter  for 
Denver’s  Rocky  Mountain  Neu's  who  for 
months  has  been  writing  an  Iowa-based 
political  blog  along  with  his  regular  report¬ 
ing  duties.  “It  is  a  lot  more  irreverent,  but 
still  99%  original  reporting.” 

Sprengelmeyer  cites  as  an  example  his 
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approach  to  the  Sept.  26  Democratic 
debate  in  New  Hampshire.  As  a  way  to 
connect  the  event  to  his  hometown  readers, 
the  reporter  convinced  Congressman  Tom 
Tancedo,  a  Denver  Republican,  to  blog 
about  the  debate  as  he  watched  it  on 
television.  “We  tr>'  to  go  a  little  off-kilter,” 
Sprengelmeyer  says. 

Political  bloggers  also  have  no  shame  in 
posting  the  most  bizarre,  embarrassing, 
funniest  videos  or  audio  clips.  The  Globes 
Pindell  had  no  hesitation  in  posting  a 
McCain  commercial  video  highlighting  the 
fact  that  a  major  “supporter”  in  the  spot 
was  a  former  McCain  campaign  worker. 

Let  it  roll,  baby,  roll 

Among  the  most  unusual  aspects  of  the 
new  campaign  blog  world  is  how  much 
these  Web  sites  share  with  each  other.  The 
mandatory  “blogroll,”  which  lists  a  blog’s 
fellow  —  and  competing  —  sites,  is  a  natu¬ 
ral  step  to  take  out  in  the  blogosphere.  But 
among  newspapers  it’s  a  bit  unusual,  even 


treasonous  in  some  circles. 

If  the  New  York  Times  20  years  ago  was 
writing  about  Michael  Dukakis’  campaign, 
would  it  have  inserted  a  note  telling  you  to 
check  on  the  Washin^on  Post’s  coverage? 
Probably  not.  But  this  is  not  1987,  and  the 
blogs  indicate  that  more  than  anything. 
“There  is  a  culture  on  the  Internet,  it  is  very 
insider,”  savs  Pindell  in  Boston. 

Memmott  says  such  sharing  is  another 
sign  of  the  blogging  world  affecting  cover¬ 
age,  and  a  way  of  building  reader  trust:  “It 
may  seem  odd  to  point  them  to  other  peo¬ 
ple’s  reporting,  but  if  it  is  important  and  we 


don’t  have  it  yet,  you  can  build  that  trust 
that  you  tu-e  looking  for  information.  Part 
of  the  role  is  surveillance;  what  does  CNN 
or  the  Times  have?” 

As  an  example,  an  Oct.  4  USA  Today 
item  on  its  “OnPolitics”  blog  about  Jeri 
Thompson,  the  wife  of  former  Sen.  Fred 
Thompson,  linked  to  related  stories  at 
FoxNews.  com,  the  New  York  Times,  the 
Washington  Post,  and  even  referenced 
People  magazine. 

Marinucci  at  the  Chronicle  notes  that 
when  you  link  to  others,  they  also  link  to 
you,  driving  up  your  own  traffic.  “These 
items  can  get  spun  and  picked  up  out 
there,”  she  says,  citing  a  posting  she  had 
in  May  about  John  Edwards  receiving  a 
$55,000  fee  to  speak  to  a  University  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  audience  about,  of  all  things,  poverty. 
“It  got  thousands  of  hits  in  a  matter  of  hours.” 

Will  it  pay  in  Peoria? 

Most  Web  editors  say  the  blogs  are  get¬ 
ting  advertising,  but  little  of  it  is  directed  at 


their  content.  Topically  there  aren’t  any 
rules  against  a  candidate  buying  up  space 
on  a  particular  blog  for  weeks  at  a  time  — 
perhaps  because  so  far,  it  hasn’t  happened. 

“Politics  is  not  the  easiest  thing  in  the 
w'orld  to  sell,”  says  James  Brady,  executive 
editor  of  vvashingtonpost.com.  “Campaign 
people  will  buy  it,  but  the  bigger  [ad 
buyers]  would  rather  be  in  business, 
technology,  or  health  and  lifestyle.”  Few' 
campaigns,  he  says,  buy  specific  placement 
in  the  political  blogs. 

Juliana  Jaoudi,  managing  director  of 
sales  and  marketing  for  latimes.com. 


agrees.  “There  is  a  perception  that  political 
!  campaigns  are  still  more  comfortable  with 
traditional  media,”  she  says.  “You  don’t  see  a 
lot  of  political  advertising  on  the  Web.”  Will 
this  change  in  the  heat  of  the  campaign? 
Jaoudi  is  unsure. 

But  John  Temple,  editor  and  publisher 
of  the  Rocky  Mountain  News  in  Denver  — 
where  the  2008  Democratic  National 
Convention  will  be  held  —  says  his  state’s 
2006  elections  showed  him  that  campaign 
i  managers  value  the  newspaper  Web 
ad,  including  those  that  run  on  blogs. 
Although  no  campaigns  have  ponied  up 
j  to  buy  space  specifically  on  his  paper’s 
“Backroads  to  the  White  House”  politics 
blog,  he  contends,  “my  experience  in  ’06 
tells  me  we  will  get  them.” 

So  who  is  actually  visiting  these  sites? 
i  Those  tending  the  political  blog  garden 
disagree.  Some  say  it  is  the  hard-core 
campaign  junkie  who  already  knows  who 
I  he  or  she  wants  to  support,  but  enjoys  the 
Insider  items  and  gossip.  Others  claim  aver¬ 
age  voters  are  scanning  their  blogs  for  news 
and  information  along  with  the  newspaper. 

The  blog  community  at  the  Boston 
Globe  “Is  not  interested  in  issues  —  it  is 
I  an  elite  audience  that  often  has  its  mind 
’  made  up,”  declares  Pindell.  “They  are 
going  there  because  they  love  the  sport  of 
i  politics,  obsessed  by  the  process.”  Phillips 
I  at  the  New  York  Times  agrees:  “There 
i  are  definitely  people  who  are  involved  in 
politics,  who  are  junkies.  But  I  see  people 
log  in  from  all  over  the  place.” 

Cillizza  says,  “There  are  two  distinct 
■  audiences:  the  insider  crowd,  but  also  a  lot 
i  of  p)eople  wbo  aren’t  in  that  crowd  but  are 
just  interested  in  politics.  This  gives  them 
I  an  outlet  for  it.” 

Most  of  the  bloggers  say  they  need  to 
offer  little,  if  any,  response  to  readers, 
noting  that  most  are  just  talking  among 
I  themselves.  “If  there  is  something  posed 
directly  at  me,  I  weigh  in,”  says  Cillizza. 

“But  I  don’t  think  they  necessarily  want  it 
monitored  by  me.”  He  adds  that  there  is  no 
formal  monitoring  of  comments,  but  tbe 
Web  site  recently  required  registration  of 
reader  commentors  to  avoid  spammed 
duplicative  comments  unrelated  to  topics: 
“It  is  another  bar  against  people  just 
spamming  stuff  in.” 

USA  Todays  Memmott  has  posted 
items  that  have  received  as  many  as  1,000 
comments  or  reader  postings.  But,  as  with 
Cillizza,  few  are  seeking  his  comment. 
“About  99%  do  not  require  a  response,”  he 
says.  “It  is  people  having  conversations  or 
adding  material.  I  only  weigh  in  if  I  think 
I  can  add  to  the  conversation.”  11

WILL  2008  BE  A  WINNING  CAMPAIGN  YEAR  FOR  ... 

newspapers?  For  the  first  time  since  John 
Kennedy  beat  Richard  Nixon  in  a  presidential 
race  that,  by  a  landslide,  anointed  television  as 
the  medium  of  choice  for  political  advertising, 
newspapers  are  daring  to  believe  they  and  their  Web  sites  will  get 
more  than  their  usual  miniscule  share  of  candidates’  media  buys, 
“//opc  is  an  interesting  word,”  says  Jeff  Webber,  senior  vice 


president  of  advertising  at  USA  Today, 
when  asked  about  his  expectations  of  The 
Nations  Newspaper  netting  2008  campaign 
dollars.  “My  hope  would  be  the  political 
campaign  managers  find  the  Web,  but  also 


understand  the  use  of  the  paper.  1  would 
love  to  see  more  political  advertising  in  both 
the  pages  of  USA  Today  and  the  Web  site. 
We  have  a  great  emironment.”  It  may  not  be 
wishiul  thinking,  because  the  stars  appear 


to  be  aligning  in  newspapers’  favor. 

For  one  thing,  there’s  an  almost  palpable 
public  weariness  with  the  .staple  of  campaign 
advertising,  the  .30-second  spot.  Those  spots 
are  getting  lost  in  a  fragmented  500-channel 
era  —  and  they’re  easier  to  skip  with  TiVo 
and  cable-box  DVRs.  So  far  this  year,  all  the 
chatter  has  been  about  the  political  tributes 
or  attack  \ideos  on  YouTube,  such  as  Obama 
Girl,  the  Orwell/Apple  19S4  parodies,  John 
Edwards  bnishing  his  hair  100  times,  and 
Hillan.’  Clinton’s  spoof  of  the  final  episode 
of  The  Sopranos. 

And  for  the  first  time,  newspapers  can 
now  compete  with  the  Boob  Tube  on  its  own 
terms.  “In  the  past,  iwlitical  advertising  has 
always  been  a  windfall  for  television,  essen¬ 
tially,  and  a  little  bit  for  newspapers,”  says 
Doug  Ray,  publisher  of  the  Daily  Herald  in 
suburban  Chicago.  “The  Web  for  the  first 
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time  gives  us,  and  newspapers  generally,  the 
opportuniU’  to  sell  commercials  online.  We 
could  never  do  that  in  the  past.” 

When  George  W.  Bush  ran  for  re-election 
four  years  ago,  few  newspaper  sites  had 
streaming  \ideo.  Now,  just  about  ever>’  paper 
of  any  size  offers  it.  And  this  time  around, 
newspapers  and  their  industry  groups  are 
aggressively  going  after  political  ads. 

Like  dozens  of  other  papers,  the  Darlij 
Herald  has  dedicated  a  sales  executive  to 
drumming  up  campaign  business.  “WTien  we 
look  at  the  potential  for  political  advertising, 
think  it’s  greater  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past,”  sajs  Ray.  “So  we  are  working  to  be¬ 
come  much  more  proactive  than  we  have 
been  in  the  past.” 

The  Daily  Herald s  core  circulation  area, 
too,  is  home  to  ftvo  of  what  are  likely  to  be 
among  the  closest-w  atched  congressional 
races  in  the  nation,  where  Republican  in¬ 
cumbents  narrowly  missed  being  unseated 
two  years  ago  —  and  are  being  targeted  by 
the  Democratic  Part}’  and  anti-war  groups 
again  this  year.  There  are  also  some  early 
indications  that  presidential  hopefuls  who 
have  generally  regarded  newspapers  as  “free 
media”  unworthy  of  campaign  spending 
are  looking  to  actually  drop  some  dollars  in 
print  or  online. 

In  Iowa  —  where  the  part}’  caucuses  will 
be  held  early  ne.xt  year  w  hile  college  football 
bow  l  games  are  still  under  way  — 
candidates  are  doing  w  hat  they 
usually  do,  says  Brad  Robertson, 
until  last  month  The  Des  Moines 
Register's  vice  president  of 
adv  ertising,  w  hich  is  “run  a  ton 
of  television.”  But  already,  the 
Register's  Web  site  has  run  ads 
for  Democrats  Sen.  Barack 
Obama  and  Sen.  Hillaiy  Clinton, 
as  well  as  Republican  Fred  D. 

Thompson. 

On  Nov.  5,  a.  New  York  Times 
stor}’  was  headlined:  “Still  No 
Giuliani  TV  Ads,  But  He’s  Readv 


by  the  time  polls  close  on  Nov’.  4. 

TV  will  likely  capture  nearly  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  that  spending,  with  the  other  25% 
divided  among  other  media,  estimates  Evan 
Tracey,  COO  of  TNS  Media  Intelligence/ 
CMAG.  But  newspapers  shouldn’t  get  their 
hopes  up  too  much,  Tracey  cautions. 

“You  know  the  weapon  of  choice  is  alw  ays 
broadcast  TV,  cable  after  that,  and  radio  after 
that,”  he  says.  “It’s  a  gift  and  curse  of  geogra¬ 
phy.  Not  to  throw  cold  water  on  print.  We 
have  seen  success  in  public  affairs  and  on  the 
issue  advocac}’-side.  TheNeic  York  Times, 
the  Wall  Street  Journal,  and  The  Washington 
Post  are  veiy  well-positioned.”  As  are  some 
state  and  local  papers  that  have  congression¬ 
al  races,  he  adds. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Newspaper  Associ¬ 
ation  of  America  (NAA)  believes  that  the  in- 
dustr}’  will  carv  e  out  a  bigger  piece  of  that  pie 
than  outsiders  think  —  and  do  much  better 
than  the  medium  has  done  in  the  past  four  or 
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for  the  Web.”  Unfortunately  for  newspapers, 
his  campaign,  for  the  moment,  meant  he  was 
ready  for  free  Web  —  posting  videos  at  ftiendly 
sites  or  YouTube.  When  will  the  dollars  flow? 

Not-so-humhle  pie 

If  newspapers  are  dreaming  of  capturing 
campaign  dollars,  one  reason  is  because 
there’s  so  much  money  out  there  that  it  could 
move  their  2008  revenue  top  lines  with  just 
a  small  uptick  in  share.  Depending  on  who’s 
c-ounting,  total  political  ad  spending  —  in¬ 
cluding  evervthing  from  local  and  state  races 
to  the  presidential  election  —  is  e.xpected 
to  come  in  at  anvwhere  from  $3  to  $5  billion

five  decades.  “I  bet  our  industry’  can  capture 
between  12  to  15%”  of  the  total  campaign 
spend,  says  Jack  Brady,  the  NAAs  director  of 
marketing  and  advertising.  “I  think  in  the 
last  cy  cle  w  e  captured  maybe  5%.”  In  the  ’08 
campaign,  NAA  thinks  print  alone  will 
capture  a  5%  share  of  candidates’  spend. 

NAA  has  been  selling  newspaper  as  a 
campaign  medium  nearly  non-stop  the  past 
three  election  cycles,  talking  it  up  at  places 
such  as  a  s}’mp)osium  in  New’  Hampshire 


sponsored  by  the  trade  magazine  Campaigns 
ef  Elections,  and  holding  workshops  on 
techniques  for  selling  to  candidates. 

Newspapers  will  get  a  bigger  share  of  ad 
spend,  Brady  argues,  because  campaigns  are 
re-evaluating  their  traditional  media  buys  — 
and  don’t  particularly  like  w  hat  they  see:  “TV 
and  radio  are  not  working  out  as  they  used 
to.  I  think  they  are  taking  a  second  look  at 
our  industiy.” 

Advocating  advocacy  ads 

Political  campaigns  are  notorious  for 
making  media  buys  on  the  fly,  and  at  the  last 
minute.  So  even  with  the  accelerated  presi¬ 
dential  primaiy  schedule,  it  was  hard  in  mid- 
November  to  gauge  how  candidates  would 
be  spreading  their  dollars  around  in  the  days 
before  the  Iowa  caucuses  and  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  primar}’,  let  alone  w  hat  the  victors 
might  have  in  mind  for  the  general  election. 

But  .some  papers  did  have  success  in  the 
2006  congressional  races. 

The  Hartford  (Conn.)  Courant, 
for  instance,  saw  a  payoff  from  the 
aggressive  courtship  of  campaign 
managers  it  started  sev  eral  years  ago. 
With  former  Democratic  Sen.  Joe 
Lieberman  running  for  re-election 
as  an  independent  against  the  part}’ 
primary  ’s  victor  —  and  with  several 
tight  congressional  races  —  the 
Courant  pulled  in  about  $250,000 
in  political  adv  ertising,  sa}s  Don 
Munson,  the  paper’s  senior  account 
e.\ecutiv’e/ national  advertising. 

But  the  campaigns  also  fired  up 
the  Courant's  advocacy  advertising. 

Munson  says  special  interest  and 
advocacy  groups  spent  $650,000  during 
the  ’06  election  cycle,  and  the  paper  figures 
that  this  time  around  the  advocacy  spend 
will  also  be  about  three  times  the  amount 
it  gets  from  candidates. 

The  newspaper’s  sales  staff  is  alert  to 
opportunities  to  drum  up  advocacy’  ads.  For 
instance,  when  Sen.  Barack  Obama  visits 
Connecticut,  advcxacy’  groups  like  to  reach 
out  with  ads  on  subjects  ranging  from  cnerg}’ 
costs  to  saving  the  whales.  “It  goes  beyond 
the  immediate  elections,”  Munson  sa}’s. 
“Adv’(x:ac}’  is  an  ongoing  float,  if  you  are  sen¬ 
sitive  to  it.  It’s  all  there  right  on  the  surface 
just  waiting  to  be  scratched.” 

The  lion’s  share  of  campaign  media  buys 
may  go  to  television,  he  concedes,  but  the 
advcxrac}’  ads  will  go  into  print  right  up  to 
Nov.  4:  “The  issues  will  keep  coming, 
whether  it’s  save  energ}’  or  save  Darfur.” 

Indeed,  the  Washington  Past,  the  paper 
of  record  for  political  wonks,  isn’t  counting 
on  candidates  dropping  much  on  campaign 
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advertising.  “Certainly,  it's  not  for  lack  of 
tiying,”  sighs  Senior  Advertising  Manager 
Marc  Rosenberg. 

Instead,  the  Post  expects  to  see  an  uptick 
in  advocacx'  advertising,  which  represents 
about  5%  of  the  paper’s  total  ad  revenue. 
Traditionally,  the  paper  sees  advocacx'  ad 
spend  go  down  in  election  years,  as  groups 
trx’  to  affect  races  by  buving  local  media. 

The  difference  this  time,  Rosenberg  saj  s,  is 
the  reach  ofwashingtonpost.com. 

The  site  attracts  many  politically  astute 
users  from  outside  the  Beltway  —  exactly 
the  folks  advocacx’  groups  want  to  reach  in 
election  years.  It’s  too  soon  to  tell  how 
much  the  paper  could  gain,  Rosenberg 
says,  but  clearly  he  has  high 
hopes.  Four  “public  pohcx  "  sales¬ 
people  are  dedicated  to  print 
ad\  ocac\'  ads,  with  another  two 
specifically  selling  the  Web. 

According  to  the  NAAs  Brady, 
other  papers  should  prepare 
them.selves  for  ad\ocac\’  ad 
opportunities.  “The  527  groups 
are  the  big  thing  this  year,”  he 
says,  referring  to  the  ta\-e.\empt 
interest  groups  formed  to  back 
candidates  with  so-called  soft 
money.  They’ve  been  quiet  right 
now,  Brady  adds,  “but  I  think 
once  the  general  [election]  hits, 
that's  where  it’s  going  to  be  an  all- 
out  battle  with  a  lot  more  527s.” 

Best  of  all,  Brady  says,  these 
groups  “.seem  to  be  most  newspa- 
per-ftiendl>’.”  Certainly  they’ve  got  money 
to  spend:  In  2004,  for  instance,  the  pro- 
I>mocrat  “America  Coming  Together"  527 
spent  more  than  S72  million,  and  the  “Swift 
Boat  Veterans  For  Truth”  dropped  more 
than  S22  million  opposing  Democratic 
presidential  candidate  John  Kerrv. 

USA  Todatj  is  also  expecting  an  increase 
in  advocacx'  ads  this  election  cvcle,  says 
senior  VP/advertising  Webber,  who  al.so 
ser\es  as  publisher  of  the  Web  site.  The 
paper  has  assigned  two  sales  e.xecutives  e.x- 
clusix  ely  to  drum  up  advocacy  and  political 
advertising.  It  traditionally  hasn’t  received 
much  campaign  ad\  ertising.  but  Webber 
thinks  that,  too,  might  change.  In  addition 
to  its  robu-st  Web  site,  USA  Today  has  the 
advantage  of  never  endorsing  candidates. 

“Our  audience  is  ver\'  much  the  undt*cid- 
ed  voters,”  Webber  says.  “We  tend  to  reflect 
middle  America  much  more  as  compared 
to  other  newspapers  or  news  organizations 
that  might  .swing  right  or  left.”  Even  .so,  it’s 
been  a  tough  sell,  he  acknowledges:  “We 
always  wondered,  ‘How  can  these  guvs  not 
see  this?"” 


Webber  brings  up  a  factor  that’s  a  dou¬ 
ble-edged  .sw  ord  for  newspajjers  looking  for 
campaign  ads:  their  tuned-in  readers. 

On  the  one  hand,  newspapers  have 
the  voters  campaigns  want.  A  .study  for 
NAA  by  the  Democratic  polling  firm  The 
Cromer  Group  found  that  74%  of  voters 
who  cast  ballots  in  the  2000  presidential 
election  and  the  2002  congressional 
election  said  they  read  a  paper  either  ever)' 
day  (55%)  or  several  times  a  w'eek  (19%)- 
In  2005,  a  surv  ey  found  that  56%  of  all 
voters  in  the  2004  election  cycle  had  seen 
newspaper  ads  for  local  candidates,  and 
that  82%  found  the  ads  helpful  in  picking 
a  candidate. 


Unfortunately,  that’s  not  the  kind  of 
voter  most  campaigns  are  looking  for  in  the 
crunch  time  before  Election  Day  when  they 
really  ramp  up  spending. 

“They  are  trving  to  find  those  5%  of 
the  voters  who  have  been  living  in  a  cave 
and  have  not  yet  formed  an  opinion,”  the 
Washington  Post's  Rosenberg  says.  “Read¬ 
ers  of  newspapers  and  their  Web  sites  are 
at  the  other  end  of  the  scale  —  these  are 
people  who  are  informed.  They  are  not  the 
target  of  political  advertisers.  It’s  the  one 
time  we  regret  we  don’t  have  a  bunch  of 
ignorant  readers.” 

That’s  one  reas«m  I.eo  Kivijarv,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Stamford,  Conn.-based  media 


research  firm  PQ  Media,  is  skeptical  that 
new'spapers  will  see  much  revenue  from 
this  election  cycle,  despite  the  increased 
campaign  spending  and  w  hat  he  says  is  a 
much  better  job  newspapers  are  doing  to 
try  to  win  campaign  dollars. 

“The  key  demographics  presidential 
candidates  are  trving  to  reach,  especially  in 
the  benchmark  states,  are  the  swing  voters 
—  and  swing  voters  are  not  heavv’  newspa¬ 
per  readers,”  he  says. 

On  the front  lines 

One  e.xception  to  that  rule  is  Florida, 
Kivijarv  adds.  But  for  now,  Florida  papers 
are  not  reaping  any  advantage  because  the 
national  Democratic  Part) 
is  banning  candidates 
from  campaigning  there. 
The  part)’  is  angr)’  that  the 
state  part)'  ignored  its 
warnings  and  moved  its 
primar)’  earlier  in  the 
calendar,  disrupting 
the  grand  plan. 

Still,  Florida’s  papers 
are  ready.  The  Orlando 
Sentinel  has  a  sales 
manager  dedicated  to 
political  advertising, 
and  in  the  days  before 
the  primar)’  and  general 
elections  the  paper 
again  plans  to  run  voter 
guides  —  which  have 
been  successful  in 
pulling  campaign  ads. 

Across  the  state  at  the 
Tribune  sibling  SoutA 
Florida  Sun-Sentinel 
in  Fort  Lauderdale, 
campaigns  have  been 
contacting  the  paper  in¬ 
quiring  about  Web  and 
print  rates  for  advertis¬ 
ing  later  in  the  cycle, 
says  spokesman  Kevin  Courtney.  “There’s 
been  ver)’  little  action  so  far,”  he  adds,  “but 
the  feedback  we're  getting  is  that  the  news¬ 
paper  and  Web  sites  are  being  looked  at 
more  closely  than  ever.” 

Spanish-language  newspaper  publi.sher 
ImpreMedia  expects  Florida  to  deliver  for 
its  La  Prensa  weekly,  which  is  distributed  in 
Orlando  and  Tampa,  sa)’s  the  chain’s  senior 
vice  president  of  sales,  Erich  Linker.  With 
the  Hispanic  vote  in  play  between  the 
Republicans  and  the  Democrats,  he  adds, 
ImpreMedia  intends  to  be  “very  aggressive” 
in  going  after  campaign  advertising. 

ImpreMedia’s  Los  Angeles  daily.  La 
Opinion,  is  dev  eloping  a  voter  registration

More  political-ad  fallout  on  the 


program  that  expects  to  draw  campaign 
advertising.  And  the  chain  is  partnering 
with  MTV'  and  M^-Space  in  pro\iding  the 
Spanish-language  translations  for  the 
“Presidential  Dialogue”  online  Q&As  with 
candidates.  “We've  had  preliminar>  discus¬ 
sions  from  some  of  the  national  folks.” 
Linker  says.  “Ob\iously,  they’re  w  aiting  for 
their  candidates  to  be  nominated,  but  I 
think  that’s  encouraging.” 

Similarly,  Tribune  Co.’s  Spanish-language 
daily  Hoy  in  Los  Angeles  is  “certainly 
hopeful”  that  it  is  going  to  gain  more 
political  advertising  this  year,  says  General 
Manager/Editor  Ja\ier  Aldape.  VV'ith 
California’s  primaiy  now  moved  up  to 
Feb.  5,  “candidates  will  be  looking  to  make 
a  decisive  statement.”  he  says,  and  the  paper 
expects  they  will  u.se  Hoy.  Already,  Aldape 
adds,  the  paper  is  getting  more  ad\  ertising 
for  statewide  referenda. 

The  LosAngele-f  Times  is  also  making  “a 
veiy-  engaged  effort  to  capture”  campaign  ad 
dollars,  spokeswoman  Nanc>'  Sullivan  sats, 
though  for  competitive  reasons  it  doesn’t 
want  to  talk  about  its  specific  initiatives. 

For  the  most  part,  the  presidential 
candidates  aren’t  talking  about  where 
newspapers  fit  in  their  media  buy  mix. 
Calls  to  the  campaigns  of  Hillaiy-  Clinton, 
Barack  Obama,  Rudy  Giuliani,  Fred 
Thompson,  and  John  Edwards  were  met 
with  no  responses. 

Some  candidates  may  speak  only  to 
their  “b^lses.”  In  late  October  and  early 
November,  for  example,  the  Obama  cam¬ 
paign  bought  a  lot  of  banners  on  liberal 
blog  site  The  Huffington  Post. 

However,  Mitt  Romney's  campaign  has 
bought  some  newspaper,  says  campaign 
spokesperson  Alex  Bourgos.  The  candidate 
early  on  bought  frill-page  ads  in  the  Neu' 
Hampshire  Union  Leader  axxA  the  VV’ash- 
ington,  D.C.,  paper  Roll  Call.  “Most  of  our 
advertising  at  this  point  is  focused  on  TV, 
radio,  and  direct  mail,”  adds  Bourgos. 

Romney  was  also,  as  of  mid-November, 
among  the  most  active  buyer  of  VV'eb 
advertising,  according  to  an  analysis  by  Ad 
Relevance,  a  business  of  Nielsen  Online 
that  is  owned  (as  is  EdP)  by  The  Nielsen 
Co.  Bourgos  saNs  the  campaign  paid  to  get 
its  banner  ads  in  a  wide  varieU'  of  sites. 

But  as  a  New  York  Times  article  in  early 
November  pointed  out,  that  resulted  in 
banner  ads  for  Romney,  who  is  nmning  as  a 
.social  conser\  ative.  in  such  unlikely  spots  as 
Gay.com’s  dating  site  and  FanFiction.net, 
which  includes  user-written  pornography. 

Other  campaigns  have  been  embamcsstHl 
by  ha\ing  their  ads  placed  in  sites  they  do 
not  consider  appropriate  for  their  mes.sage. 


As  ADVOCACY  BUY'S  INCREASE  IN 
newspapers,  so  does  the  rate 
pressure  —  and  the  controversy. 
The  most  notable  recent  example  in¬ 
volved  The  New  York  Times,  when  it 
accepted  an  ad  from  the  liberal  group 
MoveOn.org  in  early  September.  The  ad 
called  out  Gen.  David  H.  Petraeus  with 
the  tag  line  “General  Betray  Us?”  as  he 
was  about  to  report 
to  Congress  on  the 
surge  in  Iraq.  Two 
issues  emerged:  the 
rate  the  group  paid, 
and  the  language  it 
was  allowed  to  use. 

The  organization 
had  paid  a  discount¬ 
ed  “standby”  rate 
(meaning  the  paper 
could  not  guarantee 
which  day  it  would 
run)  of  $64,575. 

When  it  came  out 
that  someone  at  the 
paper  had  assured 
the  group  that  it 
would  run  on  the 
day  Petraeus  was  to  testify,  the  Times 
admitted  MoveOn  should  have  paid  the 
full  $142,083  rate.  Rudy  Giuliani,  sens¬ 
ing  a  opening  in  his  race  for  president, 
charged  that  the  paper  had  given  the 
group  a  discount  because  it  allegedly 
shared  its  liberal  views  —  and  demanded 
space  for  a  fiill-page  ad,  at  the  same 
discounted  rate,  to  respond.  The  Times 
granted  that.  MoveOn.org  offered  to  pay 
the  difference  between  the  standby  and 
lull  rates,  and  challenged  Giuliani  to  do 
the  same  (he  did  not). 

So  newspapers’  advantage  on  the  Web  mav' 
be  that  campaigns  can  be  ensured  a  “safe” 
environment. 

But  whether  or  not  presidential  candi¬ 
dates  turn  to  newspapers,  the  primaiy 
schedule  will  have  an  effect  on  local  and 
state  candidates  that  most  have  not  yet 
noticed.  “There  are  a  lot  of  elections 
ne.xt  year,"  sav^s  TNS  Media  Intelligence/ 
CMAG’s  Tratxy.  "The  underreported 
notions  of  these  Feb.  5  primaries  [are] 
forcing  a  number  of  states  to  have  three 
-Statewide  elections.  They’ll  have  a  Februaiy 
presidential  primarv,  and  they’ll  still  have 


Some  newspaper  e.xecutives  inter¬ 
viewed  by  EdP  shrugged  off  the  notion 
that  the  Times  did  anything  deliberately 
untoward.  But  it  does  point  to  potential 
land  mines,  both  in  rate  structure  and 
what’s  allowed  to  run  in  the  ads. 

Washington  Post  Senior  Advertising 
Manager  Marc  Rosenbeig  says  he  is 
not  concerned  about  any  fallout  that 

may  come  from  the 
MoveOn  incident. 

One  way  to  avoid 
potential  dust-ups 
is  to  have  clear  rate 
structures  and,  he 
added,  the  Post  (as 
does  the  Times) 
imposes  a  set  of  edi¬ 
torial  standards  that 
an  ad  has  to  meet. 

For  starters,  it  has 
to  be  obvious  to  tbe 
reader  who  placed 
the  advertisement. 

If  the  ad  quotes  or 
mentions  someone 
or  some  other  organ¬ 
ization,  it’s  immedi¬ 
ately  flagged  for  the  paper’s  attorneys. 

“Our  lawyers  review  any  advocacy  ad 
anvtime  the  ad  mentions  or  quotes  any- 
bcxly  other  than  the  advertiser.  It’s  a  trig¬ 
ger  of  review,”  Rosenberg  notes.  And  if 
the  ad  contains  questionable  language  or 
images,  it  goes  straight  to  the  newsrcxim 
to  see  if  it  meets  editorial  standards.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  Rosenberg  says  that  if  some¬ 
one  wants  to  respond  to  an  ad,  the  paper 
will  do  evervthing  possible  to  make  sure 
they  can  do  it  in  a  timely  manner  and  in  a 
similar  position.  —  Jennifer  Saba 

state  and  kwal  primaries  in  late  spring  and 
summer,  and  then  the  general  election.”  As 
a  result,  he  adds,  campaigns  will  need  to 
do  much  more  advertising. 

“I  don’t  think  it’s  going  to  be  a  year  that 
the  balance  is  upset  and  print  beats  broad¬ 
cast  —  that  won’t  happen,”  Tracey  says. 

But  it  will  be  an  up  year  for  political  adver¬ 
tising  in  newspapers,  because,  he  believes, 
“Print’s  sweet  spot  is  issue  advocacy  and 
public  affairs  advertising.”  11

The  latest  FAS-FAX  numbers  were 
sad,  as  usual  —  but  new  ways  to 
judge  circulation,  unveiled  by  ABC, 
may  turn  frowns  upside-down

IN  EARLY  NOVEMBER,  THE  AUDIT  BUREAU  OF  CIRCULATIONS 
released  the  latest  semi-annual  circulation  numbers  for  the 
six  months  ending  Sept.  30,  2007.  This  ritual  has  long 
played  out  as  the  newspaper  industry’s  Groundhog  Day, 
minus  the  laughs:  Every  time  the  FAS-FAX  is  released,  it’s 
the  same  nightmare  of  bad  numbers.  Since  March  2005,  daily  circ 
has  been  slipping  in  the  mid-2%  range  in  every  report.  Sunday  is 
even  more  troubling,  plummeting  at  least  3%  each  time. 

An  analysis  of  the  FAS-FAX  shows  that  for  538  papers  reporting 


daily  numbers,  average  Monday-through- 
Friday  circ  dropped  2.5%.  For  609  papers 
on  Sunday,  circulation  declined  3.5%. 
Publishers,  from  The  New  York  Times  on 
down,  are  still  saying  the  declines  are  mostly 
of  their  own  design,  three  years  into  these 
significant  losses.  Other-paid  circulation, 
which  includes  hotel,  Newspapers-in-Educa- 
tion,  employee,  and  third-party  sponsored 
copies,  is  no  longer  being 
embraced  by  advertisers. 

Otf  with  the  category’s  head! 

With  rising  gas  prices 
and  nominal  readership, 
it’s  also  getting  too  expensive 
to  deliver  outside  the  core 
market.  Newspaper  execu¬ 
tives  are  weighing  the  eco¬ 
nomics  of  bringing  copies  to 
outlying  districts  and  other 
less  desirable  locations. 

These  were  the  explanations 
coming  from  some  of  the 
top  metros  recording  steep 
declines  (see  chart,  right).  Says 
Robert  Eickhoff,  The  Atlanta 
Journal  Constitution's  Senior 
VP  of  Operations:  “We  are 
focusing  on  individually  paid 
and  marching  down  a  very 
strategic  path.  We  have  taken 
a  very  pragmatic  view  of  how 
to  grow  circulation  with 


advertisers  in  mind.”  The  San  Diego  Union- 
Tribune  almost  completely  eliminated  third- 
party  copies,  reined  in  bonus  days,  and  cut 
its  discounted  circ,  according  to  Bill  Nagel, 
vice  president  of  circulation. 

In  Dallas,  Morning  News  Publisher  Jim 
Moroney  notes  that  while  circ  may  be  down, 
the  paper  is  making  progress  where  it 
counts:  It’s  pulling  back  on  its  discounted 


copies  —  that  category’  fell  56%  —  and  also 
improved  its  chum.  In  the  past  four  months, 
that  number  fell  to  33%  for  new'  subscribers. 

Some  papers  that  bled  circulation  in  the 
past  started  to  show  signs  of  stability.  The 
Los  Angeles  Times.,  after  years  of  turmoil,  was 
one  of  the  few  big  metros  to  post  a  gain. 

Sure,  it  was  only  0.5%,  but  it  made  that 
increase  on  even  more  improbable  odds: 
Discounted  copies  plunged  by  almost  half 
In  San  Francisco,  daily  circulation 
slipped  2.2%  (below  the  industry  average); 
not  bad,  considering  the  the  Chronicle 
coughed  up  circ  hairballs  for  several  preri- 
ods.  The  San  Jose  Mercury  News'  daily  circ 
was  essentially  flat. 

Publishers  are  talking  up  their  role  of 
the  harvester,  sickle  in  hand,  but  there’s  no 
doubt  fewer  people  are  reading  the  printed 
paper.  According  to  industry'  sources, 
single-copy  sales  for  this  period  slipped 
5%.  Single-copy  is  often  used  to  gauge  the 
true  health  of  paid  circulation. 

Yet  a  potentially  vital  innovation  —  if

not  quite  a  panacea  —  has  finally 
arrived,  after  years  of  hints, 
rumblings,  and  promises. 

Getting  the  bigger  picture 

For  too  long,  newspapers 
emphasized  their  local  dominance 
in  the  marketplace  by  bellowing 
about  paid  circulation.  Meanwhile, 
other  local  outlets  like  tele\ision 
and  radio  instead  touted  the 
notion  of  audience  reach.  For  this 
reporting  period,  the  industn,’  tried 
to  change  that  perception,  mo\ing 
away  from  measuring  ink  on  paper 
and  instead  focusing  on  a  greater 
measure  of  information  deliver}’, 
including  the  Web. 

This  period,  ABC  and  the  NAA 
rolled  out  the  Audience- FAX, 
its  new  initiative  to  incorporate 
both  print  and  online  readership 
numbers  in  the  FAS-FAX.  These 
stats  include  print  readership, 
online  readership,  unduplicated 
combined  print  and  online  reader- 
ship,  and  a  newspaper  Web  site’s 
monthly  unique  users. 

It  was  greeted  with  some  skepti¬ 
cism  when,  on  the  morning  of  the 
FAS-FAX's  release,  ABC,  the  NAA 
and  others  hosted  a  conference  call 
about  the  initiative.  Several  reporters  on 
the  line  couldn’t  help  e.xpress  the  feeling 
that  this  was  simply  an  attempt  to  change 
the  subject. 

On  the  contrary,  it’s  too  bad  it  wasn’t 
rolled  out  scwner.  Only  28%  of  news¬ 
papers  (206)  took  part  in  the  voluntary 
reporting.  Most  of  them  are  big  metros. 
There  is  no  comparable  data  either,  since 
this  is  the  first  time  for  the  rollout, 
making  it  difficult  to  su.ss  out  trend  lines. 

According  to  Scarborough  Research, 
which  is  al.so  working  with  ABC.  many 
newspapers  are  reaching  a  very  high 
portion  of  their  markets  when  their  Web 
sites  are  factored  into  the  report.  The 
Rwhester  (N.Y.)  Denutcrat  and  Chronicle, 
for  e.xample,  reaches  83%  of  the  city’s  desig¬ 
nated  market  area  (DMA)  with  its  print 
and  online  pnxiucLs.  The  Washington  Post 
reaches  65.7%  of  its  market  when  Washing¬ 
ton  post.com  is  considered.  Same  for  the 
San  Antonio  (Texas)  Krpress-Neu's,  which 
reaches  65.8%  of  its  DMA. 

Change  icill  do  you  good 

The  Audience-FAX  is  just  the  first 
leg  in  a  strategy  that  will  overhaul  how 
circulation  is  counted.  Already  there  is 
e\idence  that  media  buyers  are  paving 


more  attention  to  total  audience  measure¬ 
ments,  according  to  Wachovia  Equitv’ 
Research  (which  hosted  a  mid-November 
conference  call  with  one  of  the  industry’s 
largest  buyers  on  newspaper  advertising). 
In  a  year  or  two,  the  whole  notion  of  dis¬ 
counted  circulation  and  other  paid  might 
be  a  thing  of  the  past  with  new  changes 
approved  by  ABC. 

During  ABC’s  annual  conference  in 
Chicago  in  November,  presentations 
were  made  to  its  board  that  were  the  cul¬ 
mination  of  work  that  began  back  in  the 
summer  of  2006.  The  board  approved  a 
measure  that  will  essentially  redefine  paid 
and  other-paid  circ,  and  shine  more  of  a 
spotlight  on  total  audience. 

Right  now,  ABC  breaks  out  total  paid 
circulation  into  three  main  categories: 
copies  on  which  50%  or  more  of  the  cover 
price  was  paid,  copies  that  are  25%  to 
50%  paid  (commonly  referred  to  as 
discounted  circulation),  and  other  paid. 

Under  the  new  rules,  ABC  intends  to 
implement  a  flexible  pricing  model  in 
which  newspapers  would  be  considered 
“paid”  by  ABC  regardless  of  the  price  for 
which  a  copy  is  sold. 

This  is  not  a  new  concept:  Canada 
has  been  doing  this  for  years  without 


objections  from  advertisers.  j  j 

As  for  other-paid  circulation,  the  idea  - ! 
is  to  change  its  heading  to  “verified  circu¬ 
lation”  —  and  that’s  more  than  just  a  name 
switch.  Third-partv’  copies,  for  e.xample,

What  they  found  was  i 
that  third-partv'  sponsored  copies  work, 
as  long  as  they  are  delivered  on  a  consis¬ 
tent  basis  (as  opposed  to  a  one-off  edition 
handed  out  during  a  football  game,  for 
example).  Seventv-seven  percent  of  i 

people  read  their  third-partv'  copies,  com-  |  ^ 
pared  with  87%  of  those  who  received  the 
paper  seven  days  a  week  for  the  full  price.  ^

as  full-paid  subscribers.  Both  sets  of  read-  I 
ers  spent  the  same  amount  of  time  with 
the  paper:  43  minutes.  The  research  bears 
out  that  people  are  just  as  likely  to  read 
the  paper  if  they  pay  something  for  it  or 
get  it  for  free  —  if  they  receive  it  often, 
not  just  here  and  there.  j 

Both  advertisers  and  publishers  on 
ABC  committees  spent  a  lot  of  time 
vetting  this  concept.  It’s  expected  to  take 
about  a  year  of  so  for  the  changes  to  show  | 
up  in  the  reports. 

The  reason  for  this  is  twofold.  Pirst, 
publishers  need  time  to  embrace  and 
adjust  to  the  new  methods.

From  Montreal  to  Monterey,  North  American  newspapers 
are  making  changes  that  lessen  their  impact  on  the  environment, 
often  also  improving  working  environments,  operating  efficien¬ 
cies,  and  even  earnings.  Under  way  at  papers  of  all  sizes  in  all 
markets,  efforts  large  and  small  help  combat  the  image  of  an  out¬ 
dated  industry  that  consumes  oil  and  forests  to  put  ink  on  paper.  Long  ago, 
newspapers  led  the  way  in  using  recycled  fiber  and  alternatives  to  petrole¬ 
um-based  inks.  Today  they  look  at  everything  from  siting,  design  and 
construction  of  offices  and  production  plants  to  supporting  services, 
operating  technologies,  and  consumables. 

The  following  pages  highlight  a  half-dozen  places  where  newspaper 
companies  are  using  the  Earth’s  heat  and  sun’s  light,  building  according  to 
environmentally  sensitive  criteria,  and  making  the  most  of  recycling. 
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Going  for  the  gold  with  a  green  new  headquarters 
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O  family,  The  Columbian  is  moving  to  a 
new  headquarters  in  downtowm  Van¬ 
couver.  Completed  early  this  fall,  the  project 
added  $30  million  to  the  $300  million  already 
invested  in  an  area  undergoing  redevelopment. 

Feeling  no  urgency,  according  to  Publisher  Scott 
Campbell,  tbe  move-in  has  been  delayed  several 
weeks,  owing  to  vibration  and  noise  from  data- 
center  air  conditioning.  “Once  we  move.”  he  ex- 
plains,  “we  can’t  shut  the  data  center  down  long 
enough  to  do  anvthing  to  it.” 

The  earliest  “big-picture”  planning  dates  from 
the  1990s,  and  Dario  Designs  still  consults  on 
operations  and  planning  the  evolution  from  a  ^  ^ 

newspaper  business  to  a  media  and  real  estate 
company.  About  four  years  ago,  says  Campbell, 
the  paper  was  able  to  assemble  enough  dovvTi- 

tovvTi  propertv’  to  keep  all  operations  - 

there  instead  of  moving  out  of  town 
near  a  freeway.  The  idea  was  to  erect 
an  office  building,  with  the  news¬ 
paper  as  anchor  tenant,  in  the 
middle  of  an  area  that  “represents  a 
total  turnaround  for  the  downtown 
area,”  he  adds. 

With  the  paper’s  offices  occupying 
four  of  sL\  floors  (some  ground- 
floor  retail  space  is  anticipated)  in 
a  118,000-square-foot  building,  the 
project  sought  to  adhere  as  closely  as  feasible  to  U.S.  Green 
Building  Council  Leadership  in  Energv'  and  Environmen¬ 
tal  Design  (LEED)  criteria,  aiming  for  gold  certification  — 
the  second-highest  level.  LEED  is  a  voluntarv’  standard 
for  developing  what  the  council  calls  “high-performance, 
sustainable  buildings,”  based  on  energy  requirements 
related  to  location,  design,  construction,  materials,  sys¬ 
tems,  and  services.  LEED,  sav's  Campbell,  “was  something 
we  definitely  wanted  to  explore.” 

From  neighboring  Portland,  Ore.,  GBD  Architects  was 
chosen  for  its  considerable  LEED  e.xperience,  and  that 
city’s  Pearl  District  developer,  Gerding  Edlen  Develop¬ 
ment,  managed  the  project.  Campbell  says  he  “didn’t  want 
to  spend  a  fortune  just  to  make  it  LEED-certifiable,”  but 
was  willing  to  spend  on  whatever  would  pay  for  itself.  The 
LEED  premium  came  to  “maybe  10%,”  he  adds.  (Next 
door  is  the  first  LEED-certified  Hilton  hotel.) 

First  and  maybe  foremost,  the  new  headquarters  sits  on 
a  formerly  occupied  dowTitowm  site  close  to  public  trans¬ 
portation,  and  businesses  and  services  used  by  employees. 
LEED  “touches  all  elements  of  the  building,”  Campbell 
sav's,  citing  its  reevded  materials,  efficient  infrastructure. 
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Awaiting  gold-level  LEED  certification, 
The  Columbian's  site  is  a  major  part  of 
Vancouver’s  downtown  redevelopment. 


I  nonpolluting  interior  finishes,  bievde 

storage  (“w’e  wanted  that  anyw’ay”), 
even  a  ground-source  heat  pump, 
“which  w'as  about  a  million-dollar 
premium”  but  will  “eventually  pay 
for  itself”  by  cutting  energv-  costs. 

Helping  put  the  project  beyond 
gold-certification  requirements  are 
interior  and  exterior  water  efficienev',  energv-  efficienev-  ex¬ 
ceeding  code  by  40%,  non-fluorocarbon  refrigerants,  95% 
reevded  construction  waste,  local  and  reevded  building 
materials.  Forest  Stewardship  Council-certified  wood,  in¬ 
door  air  quality',  COj  monitoring,  and  green  housekeeping. 

While  the  current  quarters  pack  360  people  (including 
70  in  production)  into  a  “hodgepodge  of  spaces,”  Campbell 
says  that  with  natural  light,  ergonomic  furnishings,  easier 
staff  interaction,  and  “a  more  robust  network,”  the  new 
workplace  environment  “is  dramatically  better.” 

Nearby  company  property-  will  become  a  parking  lot,  and 
perhaps  later  a  building  site.  But  it  is  “unlikely  that  well 
move  production  there,”  Campbell  says.  “Semi  trucks  don’t 
fit  with  dense  urban  build-out.” The  Columbians  new- 
home  has  a  millimeter-wave  radio  link  to  its  plant,  a  block 
and-a-half  away:  Vacated  space  at  the  older  offices  will  pro¬ 
vide  more  room  for  the  e.xpanded  packaging  center  and  “at 
least  20,000  square  feet  to  lease  out,”  he  adds.  In  the  mean¬ 
time.  seeking  better  access  to  prime  waterfront  acreage 
where  a  paper  mill  once  stood,  the  city-  is  considering 
putting  in  a  road  —  but  “half  our  [old]  building  is  sitting  on 
iC  sav-s  Campbell.  “It’s  right  in  the  way."  —  Jim  Rmenberg

Writing  a  new  ‘LEED’  with  green  building  and  rehab 
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A  designing  greenfield  and  rehabbed 

newspaper  facilities,  architect  Charles 
A.  Rosati  found  himself  becoming  more  and 
more  conscious  of  environmentally  friendly 
material  and  work  processes.  By  the  time  The 
Chronicle-Tele^am  contacted  his  Cleveland- 
based  Forum  Architects  LLC  about  building  a 
new  production  wing  on  its  existing  facility  and 
renovating  its  old  building,  he  was  determined  to 
have  the  24,799-circulation  family-ov\Tied  daily 
stand  out  as  the  first  local  paper  to  win  an  official 
enxironmental  stamp  of  approval. 

“When  you  look  at  the  approach  we  took  with 
this  project  from  the  very,  very  beginning,  we 
wanted  this  building  to  achieve  LEED  [Leader¬ 
ship  in  Epergy  and  Emironmental 
Design]  certification,”  Rosati  says. 

LEED  is  a  rigorous  punch  list 
of  voluntary  “green  building" 
standards  established  by  the 

Green  Building  Council.  It  sets  Si 

requireinents  for  everything  from  S  J 

the  construction  site)  and  land- 

scaping  that  can  survive  on  local  . . .  ~  ~ - 

rainfall,  to  the  number  of  bus  routes  running  by  a  facility. 

What  LEED  certification  need  not  be,  Rosati  says,  is  a 
budget-buster:  “We  also  said  we  were  not  going  to  com¬ 
promise  the  owners  budget,  or  disrupt  the  newspapers 
processes.  Now,  that  sounds  idealistic,  but  it  can  be  done.” 

Indeed,  by  the  end  of  April  2008.  the  Chronkle- 
Telep-am’s  $10  million,  70,000-square-foot  green  project 
will  be  done,  and  the  Green  Building  Council  can  add  up 
its  LEED  points.  And  the  newspaper  will  have  plenty,  says 
Tony  Bandy-2^atoris,  the  Forum  senior  associate  who  was 
the  lead  architect  on  the  project. 

“It  gets  points  for  being  an  exi.sting  setting,  and  for 
density  because  it's  an  urban  setting,  and  the  fact  that  it 
has  services  around,  so  people  don’t  have  to  drive  for  lunch 
or  to  do  things,”  says  Bandy-Zalatoris.  Even  the  parking  lot 
was  pared  down,  and  designed  so  that  hybrid  cars  get 
spaces  almost  as  good  as  those  for  handicapped  drivers. 

Forum  built  in  more  changes  that  earn  LEED  points, 
such  as  using  heat  from  the  press  to  help  warm  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  using  highly  reflective  white  roofing  material 
rather  than  the  standard  black  rubber  industrial  that  ab¬ 
sorbs  the  summer  sun’s  heat  and  taxes  air  conditioning.  To 
cut  indoor  pollution,  wood,  furniture,  and  carpeting  were 
carefully  chosen  so  they  would  not  leak  fonnaldehyde  and 
other  volatile  organic  compounds  that  can  sicken  employ-

there’s  no  need  for  artificial  davtime  lighting.  “These  aren’t 
just  holes  in  the  roof,”  Bandy-Zalatoris  adds. 

Yet  nothing  in  the  project  is  out  of  Back  Rogers,  Forum 
is  at  pains  to  point  out.  “None  of  this  is  innovative,  it’s  just 
not  traditional  —  but  actually,  it’s  going  to  become  more 
mainstream,”  the  architect  says. 

Indeed,  much  of  the  design  and  constniction  hearken 
back  to  an  era  before  our  throw-away  society’.  The  archi¬ 
tects  discovered  that  below  layers  of  false  ceilings  and  new- 
roofing.  the  old  building  was  designed  with  “sawtooth 
monitors,”  the  vertical  skviights  jutting  from  the  roof  that 
characterized  so  many  Rust  Belt  manufacturing  plants. 
Forum  uncovered  them  to  perfonn  their  original  ftmction. 

“We  replaced  the  glass  in  the  monitors,  and  now  you 
have  a  ton  of  natural  light,”  Ro.sati  says.  “It  looks  good  — 
and  the  employees  respond  veiy  well  to  it.” 

Even  an  existing  stnicture’s  demolition  recalled  practices 
of  a  more  fnigiil  era  than  some  Green  New  World.  The 
contractor  “was  going  through  it  like  a  junk  dealer  would,” 
calculating  resale  value  for  each  piece  of  the  structure.  In 
the  end,  he  estimates,  the  contractor  recv  cled  85%  of  the 
waste.  “When  you  keep  all  that ...  from  going  to  a  landfill, 
obviously  that  has  an  impact,”  Rosati  says.  “A  simple  thing 
like  that  carries  a  lot  of  positive  feeling.”  —  Mark  Fitzgerald

OOING  GREEN,  MONTEREY  CoUNTY  WEEKLY  OWNER  AND  CEO 

Bradley  Zeve  suggests,  isn’t  just  a  matter  of  changing  light  bulbs. 
It’s  also  about  changing  your  mind.  “For  us  this  has  been  a 
several-pronged  initiative,”  he  says.  “One  is  around  energv;  one  is  around 
supplies  and  material,  and  a  third  is  around  our  consciousness.” 

Certainly,  the  Weekly  has  accomplished  the  showy  side  of  going  green. 
Just  in  time  for  Earth  Day  last  April,  the  40,000-copy  free  paper  complet¬ 
ed  installation  of  l(i2  solar  panels  on  its  roof,  immediately  satisfying  more 
than  95%  of  the  building's  electrical  demand  (E&P,  June  2007,  p.8). 

The  paper  was  the  first  business  in  Seaside  to  go  virtually  all  solar- 
powered,  and  reaped  a  lot  of  publicity  for  it.  “Installing  solar  was  seen  as 
a  huge  public  service,  and  we’re  still  getting  a  lot  of  feedback,”  Zeve  says. 
“There’s  no  question  there’s  a  lot  of  people  who  think  of  us  as  good 
stewards.  Part  of  that  is  that  we  cover  these  issues,  too.” 

But  the  Weekly  also  strives  to  be  green  below  its  roof  “Eveiybody  in  the 
company  is  cognizant  of  our  desire  to  be  conscious  of  our  carbon  footprint,” 
Zeve  says,  referring  to  the  measure,  in  units  of  carbon 
dioxide,  of  greenhouse  gases  generated  by  human 
activities. 

Some  initiatives  come  from  the  employees.  In  a 
county  where  regional  government  encourages 
bicj'cling  by  entering  people  in  a  lotteiy  for  eveiy  day 
they  bike  to  work,  one  Weekly  staffer  repairs  old  bikes 
and  makes  them  available  for  commuting. 

In  the  same  spirit,  staffers  buy  from  local  organic 
farmers  who  are  part  of  the  alternative  Community- 
Supported  Agriculture  system.  “We’ve  got  a  woman 
known  as  the  Vegetable  Fairy  who  brings  her  heirloom 
tomatoes  here  once  a  week  or  so,”  Zeve  says. 

The  Weekly  also  sees  to  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  reduc¬ 
ing  its  carbon  footprint.  A  $265,000  conversion  to 
solar  power  (about  $79,000  from  a  state  grant)  was 
the  biggest  project  for  that  goal.  But  the  paper  also 
The  solar  roof  has  replaced  all  its  incandescent  bulbs,  and  recently 
33k^  of^"ower  replaced  its  last  energy-draining  single-pane  window-. 

0  power.  “Sonie  of  this  stuff  is  as  simple  as  printing  all  our 

ancillaiy-  materials  on  recjcled  paper,  period,  and  using  soy  ink,”  adds  Zeve. 

Early  last  year,  the  Weekly  began  calculating  its  entire  carbon  footprint, 
including  energ>-  consumption  from  employee  commutes  and  w  ork  routes. 
A  “Green  Team”  convened  monthly  to  review  the  efforts,  which  Zeve  says 
help  fulfill  the  alternative’s  breezv-  mission  statement  “to  inspire  independ¬ 
ent  thinking  and  conscious  action.” 

When  the  newspaper  repeated  its  calculation  in  April,  the  footprint  w-as 
16%  smaller.  And  thanks  to  the  solar  units,  power  use  was  dow-n  27%  in 
October,  compared  with  the  year  before.  Consumables  use  also  shrank  32%. 

One  thing,  though,  is  growing  —  the  Weekly’s  business.  Ad  sales  are  up 
“double  digits”  in  2007,  and  the  paper  itself  is  bigger,  w  eighing  in  now  at 
an  average  88  pages.  And  profits,  Zeve  adds,  are  up  “a  huge  percentage.”

Tapping  the  Earth’s  heat  and  Sun’s  light 


Enjoying  plenty  of  natural  light,  Herald  and  News  buildings  are  heated  by  geothermal  well  water  pumped  from  a  vault  (below). 
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Exploiting  Oregon’s  Klamath  Basin  geology  is 
one  way  to  cut  costs  and  carbon  emissions.  The  city' 
of  Klamath  Falls  has  done  so  for  a  century;  Now'  its 
newspaper  taps  the  same  energy  source  for  its  new  home. 

The  Herald  and  News  relocated  this  summer  about  a  mile 
from  dow'ntow'n.  Working  w'ith  ArcWest  Architects,  the 
Pioneer  Newspapers  daily  erected  two  pre-engineered  office 
wings  connected  by  a  central  structure  built  on-site,  and  a 
pre-engineered  production  plant  occupying  just  over  half 
the  total  floor  space  of 39,000  square  feet.  Prefabricated 
steel  “saved  a  significant  amount  of  money”  and  is  “proba¬ 
bly  more  structurally  sound,”  says  Publisher  Heidi  Wright. 

Walls,  roofs,  and  windows  are 
highly  insulative,  and  most  fixtures 
high-efficiency.  Oregon  offers  “a 
significant  amount  of  money”  for 
using  energy-efficient  materials  and 
systems  and  renewable  resources, 
says  Wright.  The  paper  applied  for 
Oregon  Energy'  Trust  rebates  on 
reflective  glazing,  efficient  motors 
and  pumps,  and  heating.  Mechanical 
engineer  Sheri  Rocka  of  MKK 
Consulting  Engineers  handled  its  applications.  Of 
$100,000  in  energy'  trust  cash  incentives,  85%  is  for  the 
geothermal  project  alone.  A  further  $114,000  over  five 
years  is  expected  from  the  state’s  business  energy'  tax  credit. 

A  small  conventional  boiler  serves  as  backup  to  the 
paper’s  geothermal  heating.  “Oregon  Energy  Trust  money 
more  than  pays  for  our  investment,”  Wright  adds,  noting 
that  geothermal  pays  for  itself  even  without  a  rebate 
because  it  requires  no  fuel  and  little  electricity'  to  run  the 
pumps.  Costs  include  test  drilling,  a  $22,000  source  well 
and  $50,000-plus  w'ater-retum  injection  well  (the  state 
checks  to  see  that  the  two  wells  reach  the  same  aquifer), 
system  design,  plumbing,  and  heat  exchanger. 

Anderson  Engineering  &  Surv'eying,  a  geothermal  appli¬ 
cations  specialist,  designed  the  supply  side:  pumping  hot 
well  w  ater  to  a  heat  exchanger  and  sending  it  back  into  the 
aquifer  through  a  “re-injection  well  as  far  away  as  possible” 
from  the  production  well  to  avoid  eventually  cooling  the 


source,  says  President  Darryl  Anderson.  MKK  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  delivery  side,  including  selection  of  a  heat 
exchanger  able  “to  withstand  the  corrosive  nature  of  the 
geothermal  w'ater,”  says  Rocka.  Robert  Uoyd  Sheetmetal 
built  and  maintains  the  system.  “They  monitor  it  remotely,” 
says  Wright,  who  does  the  same  from  her  computer. 

The  plant’s  heat  exchanger  transfers  well-water  heat  to  a 
30%  propylene  glycol  mbcture,  avoiding  corrosion  and 
bursting  from  freezing.  “We  just  take  the  water,  scavenge 
the  heat  off  it,  and  put  it  back  in  the  ground,”  Rocka  says. 
Two  pumps  alternate  weekly  betw'een  standby  and  operat¬ 
ing  modes  (with  speeds  variable  to  deliver  only  w'hat  condi¬ 
tions  require)  to  warm  the  buildings, 
heat  domestic  water,  and  melt  snow 
on  walks  and  some  parking  spaces. 

Zoned  air  handling  uses  variable- 
speed  fans,  baseboard  heating  runs 
under  high  windows,  and  small 
blowers  move  warm  air  dow'n  from 
high-ceilinged  areas’  exposed  duct¬ 
work.  The  press  hall’s  few  windows 
add  no  solar  heat  to  the  “significant 
amount”  of  heat  the  press  generates. 

The  energy  trust  has  other  initiatives,  but  Wright  says 
payback  was  “way  too  long.”  Recently,  however,  solar  ener¬ 
gy  incentives  and  return  have  improved,  and  in  the  sunny 
basin,  the  paper  is  considering  solar  for  auxiliary  power. 

Enhancements  to  the  working  environment  range 
from  ink-mist  filtering  in  the  back  shop  to  a  popular  patio, 
exercise  and  meeting  rooms,  bike  racks,  appropriate  work 
space  furnishings  and  designs,  and,  says  Wright,  “virtually 
no  hallways”  and  “a  lot  of  color  in  the  building.” 

This  “productive  and  enjoyable  environment,”  she  adds, 
includes  a  white-sound  system  to  improve  office-area 
privacy  (it  also  doubles  as  a  paging  s>'stem).  Its  adjustable 
pitch  muffles  the  sound  of  men’s  or  women’s  voices, 
according  to  whichever  predominates  in  a  given  area. 

The  old  building  had  less  than  half  the  office  space,  and 
the  only  glass  was  at  the  entrance.  The  new  hillside  home’s 
south-facing  windows  give  “a  lot  more  light,”  Wright  says, 
and  “a  great  view  of  Mount  Shasta.”  —  Jim  Rosenberg

IN  A  NATION  THAT  LONG  AGO  ADOPTED  GREEN  THINK- 
ing,  Quebec  has  always  been  kind  of  an  exception,  says 
Catherine  Wallace,  assistant  managing  editor  of  The 
Gazette  in  Montreal.  “Quebeckers  believe  recycling  and 
being  environmental  is  something  they  should  be  —  but 
in  terms  of  actually  recycling,  they  don’t  really  do  things,” 
she  says  with  a  little  laugh. 

Wallace  realized  that  her  paper  had  been  talking  the  talk 
for  some  time,  writing  many  features  about  ecological  mat¬ 
ters  global  and  household,  and  running  a  regular  feature 
lauding  green  Montreal  businesses.

The  print  and  online  package  of 
stories  and  video  (vvAvw.canada.com/montrealgazette/ 
features/greenreportcard/index.html)  was  compiled  and

wTitten  by  rejxirter  Marian  Scott.  Working  with  Zerofoot- 
print,  a  Toronto-based  not-for-profit  group,  the  report  card 
calculates  the  carbon  footprint  of  the  newsroom,  business 
offices  and,  especially,  its  production  plant. 

“We  checked  the  heating  bills  for  our  printing  plant  and 
downtown  office  and  counted  everything  from  newsprint 
(15,000  metric  tons  this  year)  to  the  61,500  StvTofoam 
cups  used  in  our  coffee  machines,”  Scott  reported. 

The  report  card  noted  the  papier  was  drowning  in,  well. 
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Readers  are  quiekly  moving  away  from  the  traditional  methods  of  consuming 
news  and  advertising.

paper:  newsprint  in  a  year's  worth  of  the  Gazette  "consumes 
the  equivalent  of  186,816  trees,”  Scott  wrote.  Producing  all 
that  new’sprint  uses  enough  energy^  to  heat  2,472  homes  for 
a  year,  and  enough  water  to  fill  272  swimming  pools. 

Scott  noted  that  just  20%  of  the 
Gazette's  newsprint  is  recycled  content. 
Still,  it  was  better  than  paper  fed  into 
office  and  new  sroom  copiers,  though  — 
“not  a  sheet  of  it  has  recycled  content.” 
Switching  to  100%  recycled  office  paper 
would  cost  more  (as  much  as  33%), 
but  save  676  trees  and  spare  the 
emironment  27  tons  of  greenhouse 
gas,  according  to  Zerofootprint. 

Commuting  and  driving  around  on 
reporting  and  sales  assignments  con¬ 
tributed  another  110  tons  of  carbon 
dio.xide  emissions,  the  Report  Card  said.  The  newsroom 
and  business  office,  which  is  rental  space,  alone  emitted 
347.7  tons  of  greenhouse  gas  annually  —  “the  equivalent 
of  driving  114  Toyota  Tercels  for  one  year,”  the  paper  said. 

Scott’s  reporting  was  “relentless,”  the  newsroom’s 
Wallace  says,  and  not  terribly  flattering:  “A  couple  of 
quite  embarrassing  things  came  up  in  the  report  card  — 
embarrassing  in  the  sense  they  are  so  easy  to  change.” 


The  first  thing  the  Gazette  did  was  go  out  and  buy 
copiers  that  can  print  on  both  sides  of  a  sheet.  The  next  to 
go  were  those  61,500  foam  cups  the  newsroom  and  busi¬ 
ness  offices  were  going  through  each  year.  “We  just  told  our 
suppliers,  take  them  away  and  don’t  come  back  with  them,” 
Wallace  says.  “We  gave  everyone  mugs.” 

Some  of  the  biggest  changes  in  the  six  months  since  the 
report  card  came  out  occurred  at  the  Gazette-owned  pro¬ 
duction  plant,  where,  Wallace  says,  recycling  and  other 
green  practices  have  been  a  habit  for  years:  “We’ve  had  the 
narrower  [web]  width,  and  every  scrap  of  paper  there  is 
recycled,  and  we  went  to  vegetable  ink.”  In  the  last  months, 
workers  built  a  duct  to  steer  heat  from  inserting  machines 
into  the  loading  dock,  and  the  paper  is  looking  at  shifting 
to  radiant  heat  methods  there.  The  plant  also  installed 
water  meters  to  measure,  and  regulate,  usage. 

But  the  Bigfoot  of  the  Gazette’s  carbon  footprint  remains 
newsprint  consumption  and  its  mostly  virgin-fiber  origins, 
as  well  as  energy  consumed  by  all  the  driving  done  by 
reporters,  carriers,  and  sales  reps,  Wallace  says:  “We 
haven’t  really  done  anvthing  about  those  because  they  are 
so  complex.  There  just  are  not  a  lot  of  suppliers  of  100% 
reevded  newsprint.”  Nor  is  it  practical,  in  Montreal's  fiigid 
winter,  to  send  reporters  out  on  bikes,  or  salespeople  on 
skates,  the  report  card  noted.  —  Mark  Fitzgerald

12  months.  That  $80,000  cost  (including 
installation)  was  covered  in  just  under  11 
months,  says  Pandit. 

Since  then,  he  adds,  “we  hooked  up  the 
stitcher  and  trimmer  to  the  baler,”  recycling 
llllliyfjjBfl  trim  from  commercial  jobs.  To  that  is  added 
all  general  oiliee  paper,  shredded  confiden- 
tial  documents,  returns  that  include  other 
newspapers  retumcxl  by  any  carrier  (notably 
those  who  also  deliver  national  dailies),  and 
staff  copies.  “Each  of  our  employees  gets  a 
tree  paper  at  their  home.  If  they  can  bring 
their  papers  back,  “they  can  be  fuirt  of 
[company]  recycling.” 

On  the  cost  side,  “labor  isn’t  that  much,”  Pandit  .says. 

“It  takes  five  to  seven  minutes  to  make  a  bale.  All  of  our 
employees  do  it  as  a  part  of  their  routine.”  In  the  non¬ 
union  “team”  en\ironmcnt,  he  continues.  “whoe\'er  has  a 
few  minutes  makes  a  bale  and  puts  it  away.” 

Revenue  is  a  different  story.  “By  the  end  of 2006,  we  were 
in  six  figures”  from  paper  and  cardboard,  the  operations 
director  reports.  This  year,  the  .same  waste  has  brought  in 
just  under  $86,000  through  the  end  of  September.

For  instance,  there  are  now 
more  than  1,500  clients  taking 

the  free  “EarthTalk”  column  distributed 
by  E/The  Environmental  Magazine  — 
triple  the  number  in  late  2005,  according 
to  Doug  Moss,  founder/editor  of  the 
column  and  mag.  About  two-thirds  of 
those  clients  are  newspapers,  including 
dailies  as  well  as  African-American, 
Spanish-language,  and  college  publications. 

“Interest  in  all  things  environmental  is 
really  high,”  said  Moss,  w'ho  partly  attrib¬ 
uted  this  to  2007  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner 
Al  Gore's  work  publicizing  climate  change. 

But  Moss  added  that  interest  in  various 
“green”  topics  goes  back  a  number  of  years. 
Indeed,  the  Roddy  Scheer-wTitten  “Earth- 
Talk”  quickly  picked  up  more  than  100 
clients  when  E  magazine  began  .self-s>Tidi- 
cating  the  weekly  feature  in  late  200.3. 

Other  environmental  features  were 
launched  in  recent  months.  One  is  the 
weekly  “Earth-Friendly  Living,”  which 
James  Dulley  started  syndicating  in  mid- 
2007  while  continuing  his  “Sensible  Home” 
and  “Cut  Your  Utility  Bills”  columns.

Kathie 
Kerr,  the  sjudicate’s  assistant  vice  president 
for  communications,  said  Steve  Newman’s 
feature  is  growing  more  popular  partly  be¬ 
cause  of  its  increased  online  presence  and 
partly  because  of  rising  reader  interest  in 
the  environment. 

“It’s  a  really  hot  topic,”  said  Kerr,  citing 
reasons  such  as  fear  (that  climate  change 
might  be  causing  stronger  hurricanes  and 
more  severe  droughts)  and  economics  (high 
gas  and  heating-fuel  prices  have  led  people 
to  take  actions  such  as  buving  hybrid  cars 
and  better  insulating  their  homes). 

In  January,  United  Media  will  launch  the 
“Family  Tree”  comic,  starring  a  family  try¬ 
ing  to  live  a  more  “green”  lifestyle.  It’s  by 
Signe  Wilkinson,  who’s  also  the  Pulitzer 
Prize-winning  editorial  cartoonist  for  The

Post  Writers  Group  (WPWG). 

United  Senior  Vice  President/General 
Manager  Lisa  Klem  Wilson  reported  that 
early  sales  are  going  well:  “‘Signe  has  a 
great  reputation,  and  people  can  definitely 
relate  to  the  ‘green’  theme.” 


Among  already-syndicated  comics  with  a 
“green”  component  are  the  long-running 
“Mark  Trail”  by  Jack  Elrod  of  King  Features 
and  the  August  2007-launched  “Arctic  Cir¬ 
cle”  by  Alex  Hallatt  of  King.  The  latter  strip 
stars  penguins  w  ho  w  ere  forced  to  move  to 
the  North  Pole  because  of  climate  change. 

Meanwhile,  more  comics  and  other 
syndicated  features  that  aren’t  “green”  per 
se  are  offering  similarly  themed  content. 
For  instance,  Cathy  Guisevvite  of  Universal 
did  an  Aug.  19  “Cathy”  episode  about  the 


negative  environmental  impact  of  empty 
plastic  water  bottles,  while  Richard  Stevens 
of  United  created  a  Nov.  3  “Diesel  Sweeties” 
strip  about  electric  cars.  Also,  King  Manag¬ 
ing  Editor/Director  of  Publishing  Glenn 
Mott  cited  the  Heloise  column’s  thrifty  ap¬ 
proach  and  preference  for  natural  products. 

In  addition,  ecological  material  is  show¬ 
ing  up  more  in  syndicated  packages  and 
news  service-distributed  stories. 

“We  don’t  have  ‘green’  coverage  per  se, 
but  the  topic  has  become  so  large  amongst 
folks  t.  at  it  penneates  all  our  content  ar¬ 
eas,”  said  Dan  Dalton,  executive  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  Content  That  Works.  For  instance, 
the  syndicate’s  “Wheel  Deals”  package  has 
focused  on  fuel-efficient  cars  and  its  “Bride’s 
Guide”  has  discussed  “green”  weddings. 

At  the  Los  Angeles  Times-Washington 
Post  News  Service,  more  environmental-re¬ 
lated  stories  are  coming  from  contributing 
papers.  “I’d  say  it  has  increased,”  said  Presi¬ 
dent/Editorial  Director  Al  Leeds,  noting 
that  LAT-WP  has  distributed  content 
such  as  the  Los  Angeles  Dmcs’ distressed- 
oceans  series  (winner  of  a  2007  Pulitzer) 
and  articles  by  Washington  Post  environ¬ 
mental  reporter  Juliet  Eiljjerin. 

But  not  every’  smdicate  feels  it 
must  offer  “green”  content. 

“We  don’t  sense  a  tremendous 
demand  for  environmental-relat¬ 
ed  Op-Ed  commentary  at  the  mo¬ 
ment,”  said  John  Twohey,  vice 
president  for  new's  and  features  at 
Tribune  Media  Services.  But  he 
did  add  that  TMS  gets  “occasional 
requests”  for  “green”  content,  and 
is  reviewing  comic  and  column 
submissions  with  eco  themes.  The 
TMS  Specialty  Products  unit  will 
offf  r  a  “green”  section  for  use  on 
or  near  Earth  Day  ne.xt  April. 

Alan  Shearer,  editorial  direc¬ 
tor/general  manager  of  WPWG, 
said  the  syndicate  would  consider 
signing  an  environmental  column 
only  if  “it  knocked  our  socks  ofP 
and  was  perhaps  accompanied  by  a  blog  or 
other  component.  “It’s  hard  to  ask  newspa¬ 
pers  to  devote  space  every’  week  to  this  one 
subject,”  said  Shearer,  who  added  that 
“green”  topics  are  covered  in  various  stories. 

But  several  other  sy’ndicates  are  looking 
for  more  print  and  online  content  about  the 
environment.  “It’s  an  issue  that’s  not  going 
to  go  aw  ay,”  concluded  NYTS’  Oricchio.  11

Foundation  Award  For  Public  Service  at 
the  Online  News  Association  conference 
in  Toronto  this  year.  The  Oakland  Tribune 
took  an  idea  —  violence  in  its  city  —  and 
looked  at  it  from  many  angles,  including 
causes  and  possible  ways  to  curb  it.  There 
are  links  to  many  print  stories  the  paper 
has  run  about  area  violence,  along  with  a 
special  section  devoted  to  slain  journalist 
Chauncey  Bailey. 

One  of  the  most  touching  aspects  of 
the  project  is  the  homicide  map,  which 
pinpoints  the  locations  of  Oakland’s  106 
homicides  in  2007.

PERILS  OF  PAID  OBITS 

When  putting  the  family  ‘in  control’  of  copy  can  be  dangerous 


My  local  newspaper  recently  ran  the  obitu- 
aiY’  of  an  obviously  much-beloved  woman  who 
“spent  her  formidable  years  in  Providence  ” 
Like  most  large  city  dailies,  my  paper  has  long 
since  jettisoned  stalf-written  obituaries  in 
favor  of  paid  announcements  —  written  by  the  family  of  the 
deceased  —  charged  at  the  not-inconsequential  rate  of  $53  to  $65 
dollars  per  column  inch.  Although  the  paper’s  Web  site  maintains 
that  letting  families  submit  their  own  unedited  text  leaves  them 
“in  control,”  I  wonder  if  they  are  instead  left  in  a  lurch. 


My  online  dictionary  defines  the  word 
“formidable”  as:  “1:  causing  fear,  dread, 
or  apprehension;  2:  having  qualities  that 
discourage  approach  or  attack;  3:  tending 
to  inspire  awe  or  wonder,  i.e.,  impressive.” 
One  could  engage  in  considerable 
speculation  as  to  how  any  of  these  might 
have  described  this  era  of  the 
deceased  s  life,  but  one  couldn’t 
help  but  have  the  niggling 
suspicion  that  this  is  not  what 
they  intended  to  say.  “Forma¬ 
tive”  would  be  a  good  guess. 

Few  of  us  are  skilled  obit 
writers,  yet  we  all  misuse 
words.  Most  obituaries  are 
written  on  short  notice,  and 
certainly  under  emotional 
circumstances.  But  these  kinds 
of  slips  are  distractions  from  the  purpose 
of  an  obituary',  which  is  to  announce  the 
passing  of,  and  pay  tribute  to,  a  much- 
adored  and  sorely  missed  loved  one.  I  am 
fascinated  by  these  reviews  of  people’s 
lives  and,  at  nearly  60, 1  am,  alas,  finding 
more  and  more  people  I  know  among 
the  reviewees. 

Many  of  these  accounts  have  made  me 
cry  —  and  not  just  from  the  errors.  I  read 
about  a  lot  of  people  I  wish  1  had  knovv'n 
but  feel  I  know  a  little  from  their  obituar¬ 


ies.  How  can  one  not  feel  warmly  toward 
someone  who  “never  did  anything  with¬ 
out  thinking  about  bow  it  would  aft’ect 
other  people,  and  any  animals  that  might 
be  nearby  "? 

But  given  the  cost  and  the  emotional 
value  of  obituaries,  I  wonder  if  newspaper 
staffs  might  consider  supply¬ 
ing  a  little  editorial  help  under 
several  headings: 

Spelling  Actually  Matters. 
More  than  once  I  have 
thought  back  to  the  somber 
pronouncement  in  a  loc.al  obit 
that  grandma  “has  gone  to  live 
with  the  angles.” 

Punctuation  Perils,  A 
judicious  use  of  semicolons 
might  have  prevented  one 
writer  from  suggesting  that  the  deceased’s 
husband  and  children  w  ere  going  to  be 
cremated  along  with  her. 

Felony  quotation  abuse.  As  in,  “Mary 
graduated  from  ‘West  Side  High  School’ 
and  the  ‘City  College  of  Nursing.’”  And  its 
corollary.  Baffling  Capitalization  Prac¬ 
tices:  “A  graduate  of  NEBRASKA  STATE 
UNIVERSm’,  she  belonged  to  THE 
HEART  ASSOCIATION  and  tbe  DAR.” 

Hyper  Hy  perbole.  Mom  may  have 
been  a  wonderful  painter,  but  were  ber 


;  talents  really  of  “Renaissance  propor¬ 
tions”?  (And  while  w'e’re  on  this  subject, 
j  what  is  a  Renaissance  proportion?)  As 
j  to  the  pronouncement  that  “All  Heaven  is 
rejoicing  at  her  arrival,”  I’ll  admit  I’m  just 
jealous  because  there’s  not  a  snowball’s 
i  chance  my  loved  ones  will  ever  say  this 
about  me. 

And  I  think  it  definitely  wouldn’t  hurt 
newspapers  to  offer  a  few  general  guide¬ 
lines  as  well.  For  example: 

•  It’s  probably  better  to  mention  tbe 
spouse  before  the  cats. 

•  Every'  family  has  its  own  lore,  but 
sometimes  that  lore  is  best  left  in  the 

'  family  and  out  of  the  newspaper.  Maybe  it 
wasn’t  the  best  idea  to  mention  that  mom 
was  aggressively  wooed  by  a  notorious 
mobster  —  and  probably  why  the  obit 
was  run  again  the  next  day  minus  the 
reference. 

•  Playing  fast  and  loose  with  history: 
Grandma  w  as  undoubtedly  a  marvelous 
storyteller,  and  the  adoring  grandkids 
(her  chroniclers)  a  rapt  audience  —  but 
maybe  a  tad  vague  on  world  ev  ents. 

i  Because  if  grandma  were  born  in  1936,  it 
was  probably  not  likely  sbe  was  a  leader 
of  the  French  Resistance. 

•  Genealogy':  One  descendant’s  obit 
claimed  his  ancestry  could  be  traced  back 
to  the  Vikings  (an  honest  mistake;  I  got 

j  suckered  by  that  Web  site  too).  Another 
'  claimed  to  be  a  descendant  of  George 
1  Washington  —  not  good  news  to  Martha, 
as  she  and  George  had  no  children. 

I  I’m  ambivalent  about  all  of  these  re¬ 
quests,  frankly.  The  appeal  of  paid  obits  is 
that  they  aren’t  professionally  written, 
and  without  the  filter  of  a  staff  obituary' 
writer,  express  a  palpable  grief  and  heart¬ 
warming  affection.  I’d  hate  to  tamper 
with  what  is  often  their  guileless  charm. 

But  it  just  seems  the  price  tag  ought  to 
come  with  a  phone  call  asking  if  perhaps 
they  meant  to  say  “formative”  (as  in  early 
developing)  instead  of  “formidable” 
years?  Which  would  still  give  them  the 
;  option  to  say,  “Hell  no!  We  were  scared 
I  to  death  of  her!  She  was  formidable!” 

!  Then,  at  least  every'one  is  clear.  B
